and during sloep we often dream. Why is thist Does the mind nat- 
arally and irresistibly act ina certain way, while we sleep, and thir 
without any possible userul purpuse? Certainly nut. Common sense, 
puilosophy, aud history will eoutradict this supposition. Mankind, in 
all ages and countries, have agreed in believing that dreama have a 
spiritual origin, and to 8 Cortain extent, a useful purpose, 

We know by the aacred Scriptures, and by ancieut history, that 
dreams of aprc hetic character took place in many Instances in the 
early ages of the world: and that the courts of the Oriental sovereigns 
were attended by learned men, whuse business it was to interpret 
dreams. [In modern times innumerable instances have been recorded 
of dreains, whose symbulical or prophetic character bas been attested 
by their fulfilment, 

The popular belief that dreams are sometimes prophetic, Is shared 
by many scientific and intelligent writers in various parts of the world. 

Considering the wide prevalence of this belief, it is by no means 
surprising to find thst persous have undertaken to trece the connection 
between dreayns and the events which they are anppused to predict. 
Thoy have published books in which the whole matter is reduced to 
system", and have enunciated the laws of Oucirology as authoritatively 
as others have set forth those of Physics or Mental Philosophy. Thie 
volume exhibits a specimen of these ‘‘ Dream Books.” If the reader 
cannot bring hiroself to assent ta these interpretations of dreams, he 
will at least tind a great deal of entertainment in reading thera. 

They aiford a specimen of those theories which have entered very 
largely into the popular bolief—a belief which, to a certain extent, ia 
undoubtedly founded on observation of facts, and a comparison of 
dreams with the events which followed them.

Bells.—For any person to dream of hearing the bells ringing is 
8 favourite thing. To the young it foretella, to a certainty, a 
happy marriage to the object of their affections on some early day. 
To persons in business it denotes fortune. To a person holding a 
situation under government it foretells his appointment toa higher 
one.

CONCLUDING REMARES ON DREAMS, 


And how those engaged in some Trades and Professions, &e.

THAT may be called a dream which procceds cither from the spirit 
of the phantasy and intellect united together, or by the illustration of 
the agent intellect above our souls, or by the true revelation of some 
divind power in a quiet and purified mind; for by this our soul re- 
ceives truc oracles, and abundantly yields prophccies to us; as in 
dreames we socm both to ask questions and learn to find them out. 
Also many doubtful things. many policies, many things unknown, 
unwished for, and never attempted by our minds, are manifested 
to usin dreams; also the representntion of things unknown, and 
unknown places, also appear to us, and the images of men, both 
alive and dead: and things to come are foretold, and alao which 
at any time have happened are revealed, which we know not by 
avy report. And these kind of dreame need not any interpreta- 
tion, as those which belong to divination, not to foreknowledge j 
and it comes to pass that they who have dreams for the most part 
understand them not; for, asto have droams is from the strength 
of imagination, so to understand them is from the strength of un- 
derstanding. He, therefore, whose intellect being overwhelmed 
by too much commerce of the flesh, isina deep sleep, or his fantas- 
tic power, or spirit is too dull and unpolished, so that it cannot 
receive the epocies and representation which flow from the supe- 
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rior intellect; this man, I say, is altogether unfit for the receiving 
of dreams and prophesying by them. Therefore it is necessary 
that he who would receive true dreams, should keep a pure, un- 
disturbed, and imayinative spirit: and so compose it that it may 
be made worthy of the knowlcdre and government by the mind, 
for such a spirit is most fit for prophesying, and in a most clear 
glass of all images which Jow overywhere from allthings. When, 
therefore, we are sound in body, not disturbed in mind, our intel- 
lect not made dull by heavy meats and strong drink, not sad through 
poverty, nor provoked through lust, nor incited by any vice, nor 
stirred up by wrathor anger, not being irreligiously and profanely 
inclined, not given to levity, nor lost in drunkenness; but chaxtely 
going to bed, fall asleep, then our pure and divine soul being free — 
from all the evils above recited, and separated from all hurtful 
thoughts, and now freed, by dreaming, is endowed with this divine 
spirit as an instrument, and dotb receive those beams and repre- 
sentations which are darted down as it were, and shine forth from 
the divine mind into itself, in a deifying glass. It doos more cer- 
tainly, more clearly, and efficacivusly behold all things, than by 
the vulgar inquiry of the intelicct, and by the discourse of reason. 
The divine person instructing the soul, being invited to their so- 
ciety by the opportunity of the nocturnal solitarineas, neither will 
that spirit of genius be wanting to him when he is awake, which 
rules all our actions, But there are four kinds of true dreams, 
viz. the first, maiutine, t. ¢, between slerping and waking; the 
second, that which one sees concerning snother; the third, that 
whose interpretation is shown to the same dreamer in the nooturnal 
vision; and, lastly, that which is related to the same dreamer in 
the nocturnal vision. But natural things and their own co-mix- 
tures do likewise belong unto wise men, #:1 we oficn use such to 
receive oracles from a spirit by a dream, which are either by per- 
fumos, unctions, meats, drinks, rings, seals, &c. Now those who 
are desirous to reccive srecles in or throuch a dream, let them 
make themselves a ring of the sun or Saturn for this purpose. 
‘Lhero are likewise images of dreams, which being put under the 
head when he gues to sleep, doth effectually have true dreams of 
whatever the mind hath before ‘termined of which is ag follows: 

Thou shalt make an image of the sun, the fixture whereof muat 
be a man siceping upon the hosom of an angel; which thon shalt 
make wheo Leo ascends, the eun being in the ninth house in 
Aries; then you must write upon the figure the name of the effect 
desired, and in the hand of the angel the name and character of 
the intelligence of the sun, which is Michael. 

Let the same image be made in virgo ascending, Mercury being 
fortunate in Aries in the ninth, or Gemini ascending, Mercury 
being fortunate in the ninth house in Aquarius; and let him be 
received by Saturn with a fortunate aspect, and let the narne of 
the spirit (which is Raphael) be written upon it, Let the same 
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likewise be made, Libra ascending, Venua being received from 
Mercury in Gemini in the ninth house, and write upon it the narne 
of the angel of Venus (which is Annael), Again you make the 
same image, Aquariug ascending, Saturn fortunately possessing 
the ninth in his exaltation, which is Libra, and lect there be 
written upon it the name of the angel of Saturn (which is Cassi-al). 
The game may be made with Cancer ascending, the moon 
being received by Japiter and Venus is Pisces, and being fortunates 
ly placed inthe ninth house, and write upon it the apirit of the 
moon, (which ir G.abric!). 

There are likewise made riuzs of dreams of wonderful efficacy, 
and there aro rings of the Sun nnd Saturn, and the constellation 
of them is when the Sun or Saturn ascend in their exaltation in 
the ninth house of the nativity, and write and engrave upon the 
tings the name of the Sun or Saturn, aud by these rules you may 
know how and by what means to constitute more of yoursclf. But 
Rnow this, that such images work nothing (as they are simply im- 
ages), except they are vivified Ly a spiritual and celestial virtue and 
chiefly by the ardent desire and firm intest of tue sou) of the oper- 
ator, But who van give a sou! to su image, or make w stone, or 
metal, or clay, or wood, or wax, or paper to live? Certainly no 
man whatever; for tl.is arcunuin doin uot enter into an artist of 
a stiff neck; he only hath it, who transeends the progress of angels, 
snd comes to the very Archtype himself. Tle tables of numbers 
i:Kewise confer to the receiving of oracles, being duly formed under 
tieir own consieliations, 

Therefore he who is desirous of receiving true oracles by drcams, 
let him abstain fron supper, froin drink, and be otherwise well dis- 
posed, so his brain will be free from turbulent vapours; let him 
also have his bed-chamber fair and clean, exorcised avd consecra- 
ted, then let hi: perfume the same with some convenient fumiga- 
tion, and let lim anoint his temples with some unguent efficacious 
hereunto, and put a. ring of dreams upon his finger ; then let him 
take one of the images we have spoken of, and placo the same un- 
der bis head; then let him addicvss himself to sleep, meditating 
upon that thing which he desires to know, So shall he receivea 
most certain and undoubted oracle by e dream, when the moon 
goes through the sign of the ninth reyulution of his nativity, and 
when sheis in the ninth sign froin the sign of perfection. 

This isthe way whereby we may obtain all sciences and arts 
whatsvever, whether astrology, occult philosophy, physic, &c; or 
else suddenly and periccily with a true illumination of our intel- 
tect, although all inferior familiar spirita whatsoever conduce to this 
effect, and suinetiuies also evil spirits sensibly inform us intrinsi- 
cally und extrinsically. 

It would be unwise, and highly censurable for any one to fus- 
ter and encourage an entire credence in the prognosticatious of 
every dream that visits our slceping hours; and, on the other 
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hand, it would be equally so in sceptically disregarding those 
admonitions which, for some wise purpose, are frequently given 
us during the time of sleep. To be entirely the victima of the 
first, would make our lives miserable; and the utter disbelief of 
all premonitions in dreams, has many times been attended with 
disastrous consequences. History, both ancient and modern, 
abounds with instances of the benefits which have accrued to 
those why have been “forewarned, and were forearmed”’ against 
impending evils, which had been revealed to them in their dreams, 
And, alas! how many have had to regret that they did not pay 
more attention to the “ silent messenger” which visited them when 
enjoying “ nature’s sweet restorer, balmy slecp.” 


When Royal koads are laid upon the pillow, balmy sleep is 
often accompanied by dreams either of a pleasant or a painful 
nature; therefore it behoves even those to pay attention to the 
silent monitor. History, both sacred and profane, records instan- 
ces of the royal mind being troubled or pleased, according to the 
nature of the dream. When their dreams are of aggrandizement 
and unlimited power by unjust means, their schemes and plans 
will be often thwarted, and some painful event will occur. 

If a member of the Aristocracy dreams of being engaged in 
some intrigue or disreputable project, be or she may be sure that 
trouble and affliction will shortly visit the dreamer. If, on the 
other hand, he or she should dream of being the promoter and 
encourager of some benevolent and philanthropic project, the 
dreamer will, ere long, be gladdened by having an additional 
honour added to his or her title, 

Should the Statesman dream of boing engaged in propounding 
and enacting arbitrary and unjust laws to curtail the liberty of 
the people, it is very probable that he will be speedily called upon 
to submit to defeat, and have to retire into private life. Should 
he, on the contrary, dream that he is engaged in propounding and 
enacting wise and just measures for the benefit of the people, he 
may rest assured that his exalted station will shortly be further 
honoured by his sovereign’s and ihe nation’s gratitude. 

If a Bishop should dream that, he has been translated to a sea 
of greater emolument, he will shortly be called upon to endure 
trials of no ordinary nature. 

Should a Vicar dream that he has been presented to a richor 
living, he may rest assured that hoavy affliction, either personal 
or relative, is about to fall upon him. 

If a Curate should dream that ho has incurred the displeasure 
of his incumbent, and is about to be dismissed froin his charge, 
he will shortly be rejoiced by receiving an intimation from his 
diocesan that he has been presented to an incumbenoy. 

Should a Dissenting Minister dream thst he bas received a 
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call from a congregation where the emoluments are far greater 
than those he at present receives, he will speedily be called upon 
to endure heavy trouble by soisms and dissensions in the church 
over which he presides. 

If a Judge of our criminal courts dreams that he is paseing the 
last sentence of the law upon a convicted criminal, he must not 
be surprised if he is called upon aoun to endure some severe 
domestic affliction; but if he should dream that he is discharging 
@ prisoner after am honourable acquittal, be will speedily be grati- 
fied by learning that some signs] honours are about to be conferred 
upon him. 

Should a Barrister dream that he is engaged in pleading the 
cause of one whom he knows to be guilty, he may be assured that 
some painful calamity is about to happen to him. But should he 
dream that he is pleading the cause of one whom he knows to be 
jainocent, he will shortly be gladdened by increasing prosperity in 
bis profession. 

If an Atdiorney should dream that he is engaged in a case in 
which his fees will be extraordinarily large, he must not be sur- 
prised if he is soon doomed to suffer an ignominious defeat. 

Should a Banker dream that public confidence in his atability 
is shakon and disturbed, he will shortly be gladdened by having 
exiraordinary large deposits placed under his cure, 

If a Ship-owner should dream that one or more of his vessels 
are lost at sea, he will, ere long, be rejoiced to learn that the dis- 
aster foreshadowed in his dream has been happily averted, 
though his ships have been in imminent danger. 

Ifa Merchant should dream that a large consignment of his 
goods has been Jost at sea, he will soon bo gladdencd by a com- 
munication that the said goods have been disposed of to a very 
great advaniage. 

Should a Manufacturer dream he has suffered great loss by 
the failure of a house with which he has been doing business, he 
will shortly be rejoiced to learn not only that the huuse is safe, 
but that some old out-standing debts, which he never expected 
to recover, have been paid to his account. 

If an Engineer should dream that a project which he had 
propounded end attempted to carry out for overcoming some dif- 
ficulty had proved abortive, it is a sign that he will soon be grati- 
fled by learning that his name haa been placed amongst those set 
apart for honorary distinction in that profession. 

Should an Accountant dream that his calculations are cor- 
rect to the smallest iota, he will soon be chagrined by having 
an intimation given to him that his future services will be dis- 
pensed with.

highly gratificd by witnessing a large increase of patronage from 
woa!thy persona. 

Should a Boot and Shoemaker drvam that he has executed 
some orders that will enhance his fame as a first-rate hand in the 
trade, it is a sign that he will be unsuccessful in business, and 
losses will fall upon him. 

If a Hatter should dream that he had lost a good customer 
by forcing upon him a hat which was iwperfectly finished, he 
will shortly be gratified by receiving a large order from a trust- 
worthy foreizn house. 

Should a Hosier dream that he has fully established himself 
in his business by the superiority of his hose over every one in 
the trade, it is a significant intimation that his transactions in 
trade will fall off, bis former customers will go elsewhere, and 
he will soo: have to shut up hia shop. 

Ifa Linen Draper dreams that he haa incurred the displea- 
sure and lost the patronage of two or three of his best customers, 
he will shortly be overjoyed by the increased popularity of his 
establishment—his piace of business being thronzed with first- 
class customers from morning till night. 

Should a Woollen Draper drvam that he has secured the 
patronage of some of the firat families in the town in which he 
dwells, he may feel pretty cunfident that some serious reverses 
are about to fall upon him—affliction in his fumily, losses in trade, 
and probably destruction of his property by fire. 

If a Cabinet Maker dreams that his promises, wherein he has 
a large stock of costly furniture, has taken firc, and been all con- 
aumed, he will in a short time be rejoiced by receiving orders 
from several wealthy families for some of the most oostly articles 
in his store-room. 

Should an J7onmonger dream that hv has suffered a serious 
loss by the failure of a peraonin the building trade, one of his , 
beat customers, he will soon have to rejoice from the fuct that 
his Lusiness is increasing, and that the builder is uot only solv- 
ent, but in a prosperous position, 

If a Jeweller should dream that his premises have been bure 
glarously entered by thieves, and a large portion of his valuable 
property carried off, he will speedily be gladdened by receiving 
&n intimation that by the death of a relative, gome valuable pro- 
perty has been left to him. 

Should a Bookseller dream that his property has been seri- 
ously damaged by a destructive fire occurring in a neighbouring 
building, he will shortly be gratified by witnessing an increase 
in his business, and the acquisition of a large number of wealthy 


customers. 
If a Shopkeeper should dream that a customer has absconded 
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without paying his bill, he will be gladdened by receiving the 
amount of his olaim, and several fresh customers. 

Should an Overlooker in a manufactory dream that he is at 
variance with. those under his supervision, he may be certain that 
troubles of no ordinary kind are about to assail him. 

If a person engaged in some Mental employment should 
dream that he has made some serious error either in calculation 
or grammatical accuracy, such person will soon be overjoyed by 
learning that he is about to be advanced to a position far above 
that which he at present holds. 

If a Workman in any kind of mechanical labour should dream 
that he has a disagreement with his employer, or a quarrel with 
a fellow-workman, he may rest assured that he is about to be 
called upon to cndure some heavy trouble and affliction. 

If a Soldier, with his regirnent on foreign service, dreams of 
home and absent relatives and friends, it is a sign that be will be 
shortly ordered to enguge in some enterprise of a difficult and 
dangerous nature. 

Should a Sailor, whilst slung in his hammock, dream of home 
and those dear to him left behind, it is a warning to him that he 
will shortly be exposed to imminent danger from the wreck of 
the vessel in which he is sailing.

and skilful manner in which ho has fulfilled his duties,

Should a Butler dream that some thieves have broken into the 
wine-cellar, and carried away a large quantity of the choicest 
wine, he will, ere long, be overjoyed by learning that his salary 
has been considerably increased. 

If a Footman should dream that he has lost his situation 
through the slanders and misrepresentations of an enemy, he will 
shortly be rejoiced te learn that by the death of a relative, he has 
had a large fortune left to him.

Should a Lawndress dream that she has accidentally spoiled 
geome linen under her care, she will shortly be overjoyed by 
learning that a handsome legacy has been left to her by a distant 
relative, lately deceased. 

Ifa Milliner dreams that she has secured the patronage of 
sowe ladies of wealth and influence, itis a sign that she will soon be 
visited with heavy trials, losses in business, and eventually come 
to extreme poverty. 

Should a Dress Maker dream that che has unfortunatety 
offended one of her best customers, by making her a dress that 
does not fit her, it isa signification that the dreamer will soon

present her with some valuable tokens of his affection. 

If the Wife of a Soldier dreams that her husband is ex- 
tremely fortunate in the profession in which he has engaged, and 
that he has been often promoted ; she will soon be distressed to 
learn that through misconduct he has incurred the displeasure of 
his superiors, and undergone severe military discipline ; and that 
he is languishing in the hospital by reason of the punishment he 
bas received for insubordination. , 

Ifa Spinster should dream thatshe has had an offer of marriage, 
and refused it, she will shortly be visited with a severe and pro- 
tracted affliction. 

Should the Mother of a wild and dissipated son dream that the 
object of her solicitude has broken the laws of his country, and 
has been apprehended and lodged in prison; she will soon be 
overjoyed by learning that an extraordiuary instance of good 
fortune has happened to her in having a large legacy bequeathed 
to her by a deceased brother. 

If a Sister should dream that some serious accident has hap- 

ed to her brother, for whom she has a strong siaterly affection, 
and that his life is in great jeopardy; she will shortly, if un- 
married, be highly gratified by a proposal of marriage being 
offered to her by a sober, steady young man, whois in a very 
good position in life; if the dreamer should be a married woman, 
then she will be soon gladdened by witnessing her domestic come 
forts greatly increased. 
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Should the Wife of o man engaged in any hazardous employ- 
ment, such as coal miner, railway engine driver, &c., &c., dream 
that some fatal casualty has happened to her husband in his 
occupation ; she will shortly have the pleasure of learning that 
an extraordinary instance of good fortune has been conferred on 
her by having a large eum of money left her. 


Finally, we would remark that a careful remembrance of any 
remarkable dream, and a reference to the pages of this work will 
enable us to ascertain with some degree of certuinty what 
destiny fate has in store for us; what success will attend our 
undertakings, or whether happiness or sorrow awaits us: at the 
same time we are constrained to acknowledge that a great deal 
depends upon our own line of conduct, for by strictly discharging 
our duty to God and man, we may avert evils and withatand 
temptations of no ordinary character, and our latter days may be 
marked with a tranquillity of mind, that a consciousness of 
having done our duty alone can bestow.

The number of the party never exceeds three; they 
moet in silence to make the cako, and as soon ag the clock strikes 
twelve, they each break a portion off to eat, and when done, they 
walk up to bed backwards without speaking a word, for if one 
speaks the spell is broken. Those that are to be married sce the 
likeness of their sweethearts hurrying after them, as if wishing 
tv catch them before they get into bed, but the maids boing apprised 
of this before-hand, (by the cautions of old women who have 
tried it,) take care to unpin their clothes before they start, and 
are ready to slip into bed before they are caught by the pursuing 
shadow ; if nothing is seen, the desired token may be a knocking 
at the doors, ora rustling in the house, as soon as they have 
retired. To be convinced that it comes from nothing else but 
the desired cause, they are always particular in turning out the 
cats and dogs before the ceremony begins. Those that are to die 
unmarried ncither see nor hear any thing; but they have terrible 
dreams, which are sure to be of new-made graves, winding- 
sheets, and church-yards, and of rings that will fit no finger, or 
which, if they do, crumble into dust as soon as put on. 

There is another dumb ceremony, of eating the yolk of an egg 
in silence, and then filling the shell with salt, when the sweet- 
heart is sure to make the visit in some way or other before 
morning. 

On this same night of St. Mark too, the more stout-hearted 
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watch the church-porch; they go in the evening and lay in the 
church-porch a branch of a tree, or a flower, large enough be 
readily found in the dark, and then return home to wait the 
-approach of midnight. They are to proceed to the porch again 
before the clock atrikes twelve, and to remain in it till the clock 
has struck; as many aa choose accompany the maid, who took 
the flower or branch aud is to fetch it again, as far as the church- 
gate, and there wuit till their adventuring companion returns, 
who, if she is to be married within the year, is to see a marriage 
procession pass by her, with a bride in her own likeness hanging 
on each arm of her future husband; as many bridesmen and 
maidens as appear to follow them, so many months is the maid 
to wait before her marriage. If she is to die unmarried, then 
the expected procession is to be a funeral, consisting of a coffin 
covered with a white sheet, borne on the shoulders of shadows 
that seem without heads. 

In many parts of Scotland, at Shrove-tide, crowdie ia the 
dinner of the lower class, instead of pancakes; and a ring is put 
into one of the basins set apart for the anmarried portion of the 
guests at tuble. The finder of this ring in his or her portion 
of the crowdie, it is confidently believed by the rest of the eaters 
wil] be married in a short time. 

Another custom among the Scotch is the baking and eating 
of the Bannich Junit, or “ sauty bannocks.” They are made 
of eggs and meal mixed with salt to make them ‘‘sauty,” and 
being baked or toasted on the gridiron, “are regarded by old 
and young as a most delicious treat,’ They have a “ charm” 
in them which enables the highlander to “spell” out his future 
wife: this consists of some article being intermixed in the meal- 
dough, and to whom falls the ‘‘sauty bannock” which contains 
it, is sure—if not already married to be married before long. 

The Bannich Brauder, or “ dreaming bannocks” are also 
thought much of by the Scotch. They vontain “a little of that 
substance which chimney-sweeps call soot.” In buking them 
“the baker must be as mute as a stune—one word would destroy 
the whole concern.” Each person has one, slips off quietly to 
bed, lays his or her head on the bannock,-and the sweetheart of 
each appears in dreams during sleep.

_ Of Prognostics tc be drawn from the Colour and Nature of 
the Hair of Menand Women —as also from the Forehead, 
Eyebrows, Eyes, Nose, Mouth, Chin, and whole assemblage 
of Features. 


ABTROLOGY ia a celestial science that treats of the doctrine of 
the stars, which are placed in the firmament of heaven, for the 
use and benefit of man, and it is proved, by daily observation and 
experience, that the fate of every porson in existence is not only 
written in the heavena at the time of each of their said births, 
but that the same is also stamped and marked out in the face 
and hands of cvery man. The one is called Physiognomy, and 
the other Chiromancy, or Palmistry—so that the fate of every 
person is written in three ;Jaces, at the birth of every individual, 
viz.—tirst, in the heavens, secondly, in their faces, and thirdly, 
in their hands, all of which I shall explain to you in the course 
of this work, and shall therefore proceed to inform your judgment 
and understanding in the science of physiognomy. In the first 
place, observe the following rules :— , 

L—The genticmmap whose hair is very black and smooth, 
hanging far over his shoulders, and in large quantity, is mild 
but resolute; cool, until greatly provoked; not much inclined 
to excess of any kind, but he may be persuaded to it. He ir 
constant in his attachments, and not liable to many misfortunes. 

Il.—A lady with the same kind of hair, is moderate in her 
desires of every kind, addicted to reflection, and though not sub- 
ject to violence in love, is steady im her attachments, and no 
enemy to its pleasures; of a constitution neither vigorous nor 
feeble. 

III.—If the hair is very black, ahort, apd curling, the gentle- 
map will be very much given to liquor, somewhat quarrelsome, 
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and of an unsettled temper; more decorous, and Jess steady in 
hia undertakings, but ardent at the beginning of an enterprise. 
He will be desirous of riches, but will often be disappointed in 
his wishes therein. 

IV.—The same may be said of « lady. 

V.—A gentleman with dark brown, long, and smooth hair, fa 
generally of a robust constitution; obstinate in his temper, eager 
in his pursuits, a lover of the fair sex, fond of variety, in his 
ordinary pursuits exceedingly curious, and of a flexible disposi- 
tion. He will live lung, unless guilty of early intemperance, 

VI.—A lady with the same kind of hair will be nearly the 
same as the gentleman, but more ateady in her conduct and 
attachments, especially in love, She will be of a geod oonstitu- 
tion, have many children, enjoy good health, and a reasonable 
share of happinesa. 

VII.—If the hair is short and bushy, it will make very little 
alteration in the gentleman or lady, but that the gentlemas will 
be more forward to atrike when provoked, and the lady will be 
more of a scold. 

VIII.—A gentleman with light brown, long sraooth hair, is 
of a peaccable, even, and rather generous temper; will prevent 
mischief if in his power, but when very much provoked will 
strike furiously ; but is afterwards sorry for his passion, and 
soon appeased ; strongly attuched to the company of ladies, and 
will protect them from inrult. Upon the whole, he isin general 
an amicable character, affable and kind. 

IX.—-A lady with the same kind of bair is tender hearted, but 
hasty in te:nper; neither vbstinate nor hanghty; her inclination 
to love never unreasonable; her constitution will be good, but 
she will be seldom very fortunate, 

X.-—A gentieman with fair hair will be of a weak constitution ; 
his mind given much to reflection, especially on religious matters. 
He will be assiduous in hia occupation, but not given to rambling ; 
very moderate in his amvurvus wishes, but he will not live to an 
old age. 

XI.—A lady with this coloured hair is on the contrary of a 
good constitution ; never to be diverted from her purposes ; pas- 
sionate in love affairs, never eary unless in company, and deliglits 
in hearing herself praised, especially for beauty; delights in 
dancing and strong exercises, and commonly lives to a groat age. 

XII.—A gentleman with long red hair is cunning, artful, 
and deceitful; he is much addicted to traffic of some kind, rest- 
less in his disposition, constantly roving, and desirous of enjoying 
the pleasures of love. He is oovetous of getting money, and 
spends it foolishly: he is indefatigable, and no obstacle will in- 
duce him to forsake his enterprize until he has seen the issue of 
it. Heis inclined to timidity, but by reflection, may correct it, 
and pass for a man of courage. 
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XIIL—A lady with the same kind of hair, is glib of tongue, 
talkative and vain; her temper is impatient and fiery, and will 
not submit to contradiction; she has a oonstant flow of spirits, 
and much given to the pleasures of love, However delicate 
her person may seem, her constitution {s generally vigorous; 
but she seldom lives to see old age, for obvious reasous; her 
promises are seldom to be depended upon, because the next object 
that engrosses her attention makes her forgetful of every thing 
that proceded it, and will always resent any disappointment she 
may meet with. 

I will now proceed to give some few instructions concerning 
the hair in other particulars, by the following remarks :— 

XIV.—If the hair falls off at the fore part of the head, the 
person will be easily led, thongh otherwise rational, and will 
often be duped, when he thinke he is acting right; he will like- 
wise frequently meet with disappointments in money matters, 
which will either hurt his credit, or force him to shorten his 
expenses, 

X V.—If the hair falls off behind, he will be obstinate, pecvish, 
passionate, and fond of commanding others, though he has no 
right, and will grow angry if his advice is not followed. How- 
ever preposterous, he will be fond of hearing and telling old 
stories, and tales of ghosts and fairics, but will bea good domestio 
man, and provide for his faniily to the utmost of his power. 

XVI.—If the hair forms an arch round the forehead, without 
being much indented at the temples, both the gentleman and the 
lady will be innocent, credulous, modarate in all their desires, and 
though not ardent in their pursuits, will still be persevering. 
They will be modest, good-natured, prosperous, and happy. 

XVII.—If the bair is indented at the temples, the person will 
be affable, steady, good-natured, prudent, and attentive to busi- 
ness, of a solid constitution, and long lived. 

X VIII.—If the hair descends Jow upon the forehead, the per 
son will be selfish and designing 5 of a surly disposition, unsoci- 
able, and given to drinking. He will also be adicted to avarice, 
and his mind will be always intent upon the means of carrying on 
his schemes, &c. 

XIX.—-The forehead that ie large, round, and smooth, an- 
nounces the lady or gentleman to be frank, open, generoua, and 
free, good-natured, and a safe companion ; of a good understand- 
ing, and scorns to be guilty of any mean action; faithful to his 
promises, just in his dealings, steadfast in his engagements, and 
sincere in his affections; he will enjoy a moderate state of 
health, &o. 

XX.—If the forehead iz flat in the middle, the gentleman or 
lady will be found to be vain-glorious, and but little disposed 
to generosity; very tenacious of his honour, but brave; he 
will be fond of prying into the secrets of others, though not 
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with the intention of betraying them ; he will be fond of reading 
newspapers, history, novels, and plays; ardent, and very cau- 
tious of his own reputation. 

XXI.—If there be a hollow across the forehead, in the middle, 
‘with a ridge as of flesh, above, and another below, the gentleman 
will be a good scholar, and the lady a great manufacturer, or at- 
tentive to whatever occupation she may be engaged in. They will 
be warm in argument or debate, they will be firm and steady in 
any point they fix their minds upon, and by their perseverance 
will generally carry their object, yet they will meet with many 
crosses, but will bear them with patience, | 

XXII.—If the forehead juts out immediately at and over the 
eyebrows, running flat up to the hair, the gentleman or lady wil! 
be sullen, proud, insolent, iinperious, and treacherous ; they will 
be impatient when contradicted, apt to give great abuse, and te 
strike if they think they can do it with advantage. They wil 
also impuse upon any person, nover forgiving any injury, and by 
their misconduct make themselves many enemies. 

XXILI.—-If the temples are hollow with the bones advancing 
towards the furchead on either side, so that the space between 
niust be necessarily flat, with a small channel or indenture ris- 
iny from the upper part of the nose to the hair, the gentle:nan or 
lady will be of a daring and intrepid temper, introducing them. 
selves into matters where they have no business, desirous of pas- 
sing for wits, and ofa subtle and enterprising nature; greedy of 
praise, quick in quarrel, and of a wandering disposition ; very 
lewd, and full of resentment when thoy fee] their pride burt. In 
short, they delight in mischief, riots, jas 

XXIV.—If the eyebrows are very hairy, and that hair long 
aud curled, with several of the hairs starting out, the gentleman 
or lady is of a gloomy disposition, litigious, and quarrelsome, al 
though a coward; greedy after the affuire of thia world, perpet- 
ually brooding over some tuelancholy subject, and not an agree- 
able companion, He will be difficent, penurious, and weak in 
his understanding ; never addicted to any kind of learning. He 
will pretend much friendship, but will make his affected passion 
aaa hain to hia pecuniary designs, and also given to drink- 
ing, Wo. 

XXV.—lIfa gentleman or lady has long eyebrows, with some 
long hairs, they will be of a fickle dispusition, weak-minded, cre- 
dulous, and vain, always seeking after novelties, and neglecting 
their own bu-iness; they will be talkative, pert, and disagreeable 
in company ; very fond of contradiction, and will not bear disap- 
pointment patiently ; and also much addicted to drinking, &o. 

XXVI.—If the eyebrows are thick and even, that is, without 
any or few starting hairs, the lady or gentleman will be of an 
agreeable temper, sound understanding, and tolerable wit; mo- 
derately addicted to pleasure, fearful of giving offence, but intre- 
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pid and persevering in support of right; charitable and generous, 
sincere in their professions of love and friendship, and enjoy a 
good conetitution, 

XXVII.—If the eyebrow is amall, thin of hair, and even, the 
lady or gentleman will be weak-minded, timorous, superficial, 
and not to be depended on, they will be desirous of knowledge, 
but will not have patience and assiduity enough to give it the 
necessary attention ; but they will be desirous of praise for wor- 
thy actions, but will not have the spirit or perseverance enough 
to perform them, in that degree of excellence that is requisite to 
attract the notice of wise nen, They will be of a delicate con- 
stitution. &c. 

XXAVIIIL—If the eyebrow is thick of hair towards the nose, 
and goes off suddealy very thin, ending in a point, the lady or 
gentleman will be surly, capricious, joalous, fretful, and easily 
provoked to rage, in their love they will be intemperate. 

XXIX.—The eye that is large, full, prominent, aud clear, 

“denotes a lady or gentleman to be of an ingenious and candid dis- 
position, void of deceit, and of an even, agreeable, aud affable 
disposition ; modest and bashful in love, though by no meau- an 
enemy to its gratification; firm, though not obstinate ; of a goud 
understan ling, of an agreeable but not brilliant wit; but clear 
and just in argument, inclined to extravagunce, and easily im- 
posed upon. 

XXX.—The eye that is small but advanced in the head, shows 
the lady or gentleman to be of a quick wit, sound cunstitution, 
lively genius, agreeable company and conversation, good morais, 
but rather inclined te jealousy: atteutive to business, fond of fre- 
quently changing his place, punctual in fulfilling his engagements 
warin in love, prosperous in his uudertakings, and generally for- 
tunate in most thinys. 

XXXI.—The lady or gentleman whose eyes are suok in the 
head is of a jealous, distrustful, malicious and envious nature ; 
deceitful in their words and actions, never to be depended upon; 
cunning in over-reaching others, vain-glorious, and assoviates 
with Jewd, and bad company, &c. 

AXXI1.—The gentluinan or lady who squints, or have their 
eyes turned awry, will be of a penurious disposition, but punctual! 
in their dealings. 

XXXIII.—A black eye is lively, brisk, and penetrating, and 
proves the person who possesses it to be uf a sprightly wit, 
lively conversation, not easily imposed upon, of a sound under- 
standing, but if taken on the weak side, may be led astray for a 
while. 

XXXIV.—A hazel eye shows the person to be of a subtle, 
piercing, and frolicsome turn, rather inclined to be arch, and 
sometimes mischievous, but good-natured at the bottom. He 
will be strongly inclined to love, and not over delicate in the 
means of gratifying that propensity. 
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XXXV.—A blue eye shows the person to be a meek and 
gentle temper, affable and good-natured, credulous, and incapable 
of violent attachment ; ever modest, cool, and undisturbed by 
turbulent passions, of a strong memory, in eonstitution neither 
robust nor delicate, subjoct to no violent impression from the 
vicissitudes of life, whether good or bad. 

XXXVI.—A gray eye denotes the person tc be of weak intel- 
lect, devoit of wit, but a plain, plodding, downright drudge, that 
will act as he is spirited by others. He will be slow in learning 
any thing that requires attention; he however, will be just to 
the best of his understanding. 

XXXVII.- A wall eye denotes the person to be of a hasty, 
passionate, and ungovernable tempcr, subject to sudden and 
violent anger; haughty to his equals und superiors, but mild 
and affable to his infericrs, 

XXX VIIT.—A red, or as it is vulgarly called, a saucer eye, 
denotes the person to be selfish, deceitful, and proud ; furious in 
angor, fertile in the invention of plots, and indefatigable in his 
resolution to bring them to bear, 

KRXIX.-~- A nose thai comes even on the riuve, flat on the 
sides, with little or no hollow between the eyes, declares the man 
to be sulky, insolent, disdainful, treacherous, and self-sufficicut ; 
if it has a point descending over the nostrils, he is avaricious and 
unfeeling, vain-gloriousand ignorant ; pecvish, jealous, quick in 
resentment, yet a coward at the bottom. 

XL.~~—A nose that rises with a sudden bulge a little below the 
eyes, and then falls again into a kind of hollow below, is petulant 
and noisy, void of science, and of a very light understanding. 

XLI.—The nose that is small, slender, and peaked, sh: ws 
the person to be of a fearful disposition, jealous, fretful, and insi- 
dious, ever suspicious of those about him, catching at every word 
that he can interpret to his own advantage to ground his dispute 
upon, and also very curious to know what is said and done, 

XLII.—The nose that is small, tapering round in the nos- 
trils, and cocked up, shows the person to be ingenuous, smart, 
of a quick apprehension, giddy, and seldom lovking into conse- 
quences; but generous, agreeable, so as to carefully avoid 
giving offence; but resolute in doing himself justice when he 
receives an injury. 

XLIII.—The lips that are thick, soft, and long, announces 
the person to be of weak intellect, credulous, and slightly peevish ; 
but by a little soothing easily brought back to a good humour. 
He is much addicted to the pleasures of love, and scarcely mod- 
erate in his enjoyment of them; yet he is upright in his conduct, 
and of a timorous temper. 

XLIV.—If the under lip is much thicker than the upper, and 
more prominent, the person is of a weak understanding, but 
artful, knavish, and given to chicanery to the full extent of his 
ability. 
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XLV.—The lips that are moderately plump and even, declare 
the person to be good-humoured, humane, sensible, judicious, 
and just, neither giddy nor torpid, but pursuing in every parti- 
cular a just medium. 

XLVI.—The lips that are thin, show the person to be of a 
quick and lively imagination, ardent in the pursuit of knowledge, 
indefatigable in labour, not tco much attached to money, eager 
in the pursuit of love, more brave than otherwise, and tolerably 
happy in life. 

XLVII,—The lips that are thin and sunk inwards, denote the 
person to be of a subtie and persevering disposition, everlastin, 
in hatred, and never sparing any pains to compass his revenge ; 
in love or friendship much more moderate and uncertain. 

KXLVILII.—The chin that is round with a hollow between it 
and the lip, shows the person to be of a good-humoured dispo- 
sition, kind and honest; he is sincere in his friendship, and 

,ardent in his love ;shis understanding is good, and his genius 
capacious, If he has a dimple it makes him better. 

XLIX.—The chin that comes down flat from the edge of the 
lip, and ends in a kind of chisel form, shows the person to bo 
silly, credulous, ill-tempered, and greedy of unmerited honours ; 
captious, wavering, and unsteady ; he will affect great modesty 
in the presence of others, though he will not scruple to do the 
vilest actions, when he thinks himself secure from discovery. 

L.—The chin that is pointed upwards shows the person to be 
much given to contrivances. However fair he may speak to you, 
you can never depend on his friendship, as his purpose is only to 
make you subservient to his own designs, In love his generosity 
will be of the same stamp. 

LI.— Of the face in genera], I shall say that the person whose 
featurés are strong, coarse, and unpleasant to the cye, is of a 
selfish, brutal, rough, and unsocial disposition ; greedy of money, 
hareh in expressions, but will sometimes fawn with a bad grace 
to gain his ends, 

LII.--The face that ia plump, round. and ruddy, denotes the 
person to be of an agreeable temper, a safe companion, hearty, 
and jovial, fond of company, of sound principles and a clear 

_ understanding, faithful in love, &e. 

LITI.—The face that is thin, smooth, and even, with well 
proportioned features, shows the person to be of a good disposi- 
tion, but penetrative and active; somewbat inclined to suspicion, 
yet of an agreeable conversation ; assiduous in the pursuits of 
love, and strongly addicted to the delights of love. 

LIV.—A face whose cheek bones jut out with thin jaws, is of 
& restless and thinking disposition; fretful, &o. 

LV.—A face that is pale by nature, denotes a timorous dispo- 
sition, but greatly desirous of carnal pleasures. 

LVI.—A face that is unequally red, whether streaked or 
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appearing in spots, shows the person to be weak both in mind 
and body, yielding easily to affliction and sickness. 

LVII.—A face blotched, shows the person to be addicted to 
drinking and vioe, and not even free from any vice, though they 
have frequently the art to conceal the inclination. 

LVIJ1.—The head that is large and round, shows that the 
person has a tolerable understanding, but not near so good as he 
imagines; however, upon the whole be is harmless, and not so 
much given to vice. 

LIX,.—The head that is amall and round, or if the face comes 
tapering, shows the purson of an acute, penetrating disposition, 
much given to bantering humour, but of very great sensibility. 

LX.—The hoad that is flat on aither side, aud deep from the 
face to the back, shows the person to be of a good understanding, 
deep penotration, great memory, and of an even and agreeable 
temper, but of slow belief, and not aasily impoaud upon.

Havine now informed you of as many of our eseential rules of 
Physiognomy, as our prosent limits will admit of, I shall pro- 
ceed to instruet you in this most beautiful, grand, aud incompa- 
rable science. 


MENSA. 


The practical part of chiromancy, is that which gathereth pro- 
bable predictions from linea, the places of the planeta in the 
band, aud from the notes and characters every where posted and 
marked out in the hands and fingers, Wherefore, let the fo)- 
lowing serics be duly observed :— 

1.— Cardvaca, or the line of life. 
2.— Hepatica, or the liver line ; also called the natura) mean 
3.—- Cephalica, or the line of the head and brain. 
4.—Thoeralis, or the table line. 
5. --Restricta, or the dragon’s tail. 
6.— Via Solis, or the sun’s way, 
7.-— Via Lactea, or the milky way. 
8.— Via Saturnia, or Saturn’s way. 
9,—Cingulum Veneris, or the girdle of Vents. 
10.— Via Martis, or the way of Mars. 
11.—Mons Veneris, or the mound of Venns. 
12,-- Cavea Marivs, or the cave of Mars. 
13.— Afons Jovis, or Jupiter's mount. 
14.—Mons Saturn, or Saturn’s mount. 
15. -- Mons Solis, or the eun’s mount, 
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16.— Locus Lune, or the moon’s place. 

17.—Mons Mercurit, or the mount of Mercury. 
18.—Mensa, or the table contaiuing the part of fortune, 
19.—Pollez, or the thumb, 

20.—Indez, or the fore finger. 

21.— Medius, or the middle finger, 

22.—A nnularis, or the ring finger. 

23.—A uricularis, or the little finger.

QUESTION. 
Whether we must give ha by the right hand or the 
é. 


It is certain, that in one hand the lines and other signatures 
are very often more manifest, and are thus more plain to be seen 
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and perspicuous than in the other, as well in the hands of gen- 
tlemen as ladies, Wherefore, a question hence arises, whether 
in both sexes the right or left hand is to be taken, or whether 


the right hand of a gentleman (as some teach,) or the left of & 
lady only. 


ANSWER. 


That hand (in both sexes) which shows and exhibits the lines 
thereof most clearly, and abounds with a series of characters and 
signs, yet so, as that the other, whose lines are more obscure, 
may pay its contribution. If in both hands they consent, and 
appear to be fair and comely, they declare a constancy of fortune 
and health. The cause of which said diversity is this: he who 
is born in the day-time, and hath a masouline planet (the Sun, 
Saturn, Jupiter, or Mars) lord of his geniture, bears the more 
remarkable signs in his right hand, especially when the sign 
ascending is also masculine. The contrary happens, to theme 
that are born by night, as often as a feminine planet predomi- 
nates. If both hands agree, it must be, that in a diurnal nativ- 
ity the feminine planets rule; or that there falls out a mixture 
of masculine and feminine; so in the nights by the contrary 
reason, which diversity must necessarily be observed, 


I.—OF THE LINE OF LIFE. 
This is called Cardiaca, or the Heart Line. 


].—This being broad, of a lively colour, and decently drawn 
in its bounds, without intersections and points, shows the party 
long lived, and subject to few discases. 

2.—If slender, short, and dissected with obverse little lines, 
and deformed either by a pale or black colour, it presageth weak- 
ness of the body, sickness, and a short life, 

3.—If orderly joined to the natural mean, and beautified in 
the angle with parallels, or a little across, it argues a good wit, 
or an evenness of nature, 

4.—If the same have branches in the upper parts thereof, 
extending themselves towards the natural mean, it doth signify 
riches and honour. 

. §&—If these branches be extended towards the restricta, it 
threatens poverty, deceits, and unfaithfulness of servants, 
6.—If in this line there be found some confused lines, “like 
hairs, be assured of diseases, and they to happen in the first age. 
When they appear below, if towards the gavea, in the middle ; 
if towards the patica, in the declining age. 
7.—If this line be any where broken, it threatens extreme 
danger of life in that part of the age which the pace of the breach 
showeth. For you may find out the dangerous or diseased years 
of your age; this line being divided into seventy parta, you must 
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begin your number and account from the lower part thereof, near 
the restricta, for the number falling where the branch is, deter- 
mines the year. 

8.—If the character of the sun (as commonly it is made by 
astrologers) be ever found in this line, it presages the loss of an 
eye. But, if two such characters, the loss of both eyes. 

9.—A line descending from the vital, beneath the congress 
of it and the hepatica to the tuberculum of Saturn, showeth an 
envious man, who rejoiceth at another's calamity, the sight of 
others concurring. This also frequently shows a most perilous 
Saturnine di<ease in that wherein it toucheth the vital, and it is 
much worse if it cut the same. 

10.—But such a line passing from the vital to the aunular, to 
the ring finger, promiseth honours to ensue, from or by the 
means of some famous lady, to receive sume great favour or 
present from some lady of honour. 

1l1.—The vital lines being thicker than ordinary at the end 
under the fore finger denotes a laborious old age. 

12.—A line passing through the vital to the cavea of Mara, 
foretells of wounds and fevers, and also of misfortunes in journeys. 


Il—OF THE HEPATICA, OR NATURAL MEAN, 


1.—Thie line being straight, continued, and not disscoted by 
obverse little lines, denotes a healthful body, 

2.—If it be short or broken, and reach not beyond the concave 
of the hand, it shows disease and shortuess of life. 

3.—By how much more the same is produced, by so much 
longer the life may be warranted, 

4,—If cut at the end thereof by a small intervening ane it 
threatens poverty in old age. 

5.—If in the upper part it be distant from the vital by a great 
space, it shows distemperatures of the heart, as palpitations, 
syncope, &o. 

6.—This also shows prodigality, especially if the table be 
broad, 

7.—lIf tortuous (that is, if it wind and turn several ways), 
unequal, of a different colour, and dissected, it argues an evil 
constitution of the liver, and thence diseases, proceeding from 
the weakness thereof. Covetousness also, and a depravity both 
of nature and wit, especially if it be under the region of the 
middle finger, aud near the cardiaca, thereby making a short or 
narrow triangle. 

8.—If decently drawn and well coloured, itis a sign of a 
cheerful and ingenious disposition. 

9.—If it has a sister, it promises inheritances. 

10.—If continued with some little hard knots, it denotes man- 
slaughters, either perpetrated, or to be committed, according to 
the number of these said knots. 
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1].—If therein a cross be found under the region of the middle 
finger, it announces death to be at hand. 

12.—If it terminates with a fork towards the ferient, it is a 
sign of depraved wit, of hypocrisy, and of evil manners. 

13.— When it tends to the mensa, it is a token of a slanderous 
tongue, and of envy. 

14.—When it projects a remarkable cleft through the vital 
to the mons veneris, and the sister of Mars, especially if the 
same be of a ruddy colour, it warns you to be aware of thieves, 
and also intimates fraud and deceit of enemies, 

15.—This cleft likewise insinuates a most vehement heat of 
the liver, proceeding from the rays of Mara; so that the life 
becomes in danger seoing that the line of life is dissected. 

16.—This line having some branch, yet such 4 one as never- 
theless seems to be continued, shows that the manner of life will 
be, or is already changed ; and this in a declining age if the 
breach be under the ring finger. But if under the middle finger, 
in strength of years. ‘ 


Ill.—OF THE CEPHALICA. 


1.—This is called the line of the head and brain, which, if 
(arising from its place in a due proportion) it connects the lines 
of the liver and heart in a triangular form, have a lively colour, 
and no intersectiou falling out between, doth declare a man of 
admirable prudence, and one of no vulgar wit and fortune. 

2.—By how much more decent the triangle is, 80 much the 
better shall the temperature, wit, and courage be. But if it 
be obtuse, it argues an evil disposed nature, and a man that is 
rude, If no triangle, far worse. 

3.—The superior being a right angle, or not very acute, fore- 
tela the Lest temperature of the heart; but when it is too acute, 
especially if it tuuch the line of life, upon the region of the 
middle finger, it argues covetousness, 

4.—'l he left angle, if it be made upon the natural mean in 
the ferient, and be a right angle, confirms the goodness of 
intellect. 

5.—But when the cephalica projects unequal clefts to the 
mons lunes, thereby making unusual characters; in the gentle- 
iwan it denotes weakness of the brain, and dangerous sea voya- 
ges. But in the lady’s hand it shows frequent sorrows of mind, 
and difficulties in child-bearing. 

6.— Equal lines (thus projected) presage the contrary in both 
sexes, viz, in gentlemen, a good composure of the brain, and 
fortunate voyages by sea. In ladies, cheerfulness and felicity 
in child-bearing. 

7.—This one thing is peculiar to the cephalica ; if it project 
a cleft or a manifest star, upwards to the cavea martis, it signi- 
fies boldness, &c. Lut ifit let fall the same downwards, thefts, &. 
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8,.—The cephalica, jointed to the dragon’s tail by a remarkable 
concourse, promises a prudent and a joyful age. 

9.—The same drawn upwards in the shape of a fork, towards 
the part of fortune, signifies subtlety in managing affairs, and 
algo craftiness either to do good or evil. 

10.—If in this said fork a mark appears resembling the part 
of fortune, as it is noticed by astrologers, that gives an assurance 
of riches and honour to succeed by ingenuity and art. 


IV.—OF THE THORAL LINE. 


1.—This is also called the line of fortune; it is termed like- 
wise the mensa, because it makes up the table of the hand. 
Which said linw, when it is long enough, and without incisures, 
argues a due strength in the principal members of man, and also 
ooustancy ; the contrary if it be short, crooked, cut, or parted. 

2.—lIf it terminate under the mount of Saturn, it shows o vain 

fellow. 
> 3.—If projecting small branches to the mount of Jupiter, it 
promises honours. 

4.—If there it be naked and simple, it is @ sign of poverty 
and want. 

5.—If cutting the mouth of Jupiter; cruelty of mind and 
disposition, with excessive wrath. 

6.—If it projects a branch between the fore and middle finger 
in a gentleman, it threateneth a wound in his head; in a lady, 
danger in child-bearing. 

7.—Three lines ascending upwards from thie line, viz. one to 
the space between the middle and fore finger, a second to the 
space between the middle and ring finger, and a third to the 
space between the ring and the little finger, argues a contentious 
person in many respects, 

8.—A little line only thus drawn to the interval or space be- 
tween the middle finger, and the ring finger, sorrow, or labour. 

9,.—If annexed to the natural mean, so that it makes an acute 
angle, it bringeth sorrow and labour. 

10.-- If the natural mean be wanting, and the thoral annexed 
to the vital, it threatens decollation, or a deadly wound. 

1].—If no mensa at all, it shows a man malevolent, conten- 
tious, faithless, inconstant, and of base condition. 

12,— Confused little lines in the mensa, denote sickness; if 
under Mercury, in the former part of the age; under the sun, in 
the prime thereof; under the middle finger in old axe, 

13.— When in this line there are certain points observed, they 
argue strength of the genitals, and burning lust. 
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V.—OF THE CAUDA DRACONIS, on raz RESTRICTA, | 


AND THE LINES ARISING THEREFROM. 


1.—If this be double or treble, and drawn by a right and con- 
tinued track, it promiseth a good composure of the body, . 

2.—That line which is nearest the hand continued, and of a 
good colour, assureth of great riches. 

3.—But if the same line be cut in the middle, crooked, and 
very pale, it announces debility of body and want of all things. 

4.—A cross or star upon the restricta, foreshadows tranquillity 
of life in old age, 

5.—If there be a star, simple or double, or any lines near the 
tuberculum of the thumb, in ladies, they denote misfortune or 
infamy. 

6.—A line running from the restricta through the mons vene- 
ris, presngeth advorsities, either by the means of some kindred 
or a wife. 

7.—A line extended from the restricta to the mons lunmw, de- 
notes adversities and private enemies; if it be crooked, it doubles 
the evil, and betokeneth perpetual servitude. 

8.—Such a line also being clear and straight, and reaching so 
far as the region of the moon, furetels many journeys by sea 
and land. 

9.—If it extend to the tuberculum of the fore finger, it informs 
the gentleman that he shall live in a foreign country, in great 
estimation. 

10.—If to the hepatica, it argues an honest behaviour, and 
prolongeth life, 

1].--If to the mone solis (be it simple or double), it shows 
excoedingly goud, and enableth to govern or rulo in great affairs. 

12.—By the same reason, if it pass to the mons Mercurii, it 
betokeneth the gentleman is of a sufficient capacity for any 
employment. But if it reach not the mons Mercurii, but is 
broken about tho middle and end beneath the mons Mercurii, 
that makes out a prating fellow, &o. 

13.—If directly ascending to the mons Saturni, it sirnifies a 
good position of Saturn in the geniture, whose decree shal! 
shortly follow. But, if crookedly towards the restricta and the 
hepatica especially, it shows mau laborious, &c. 


VI.— OF THE VIA SOLIS, OR THE SUN’S WAY. 


This being whole, equally drawn and well coloured, proiniseth 
the favour of great menand great honour. But, if dissocted and 
unequal, tho contrary, and exposes to divers impediments, and 
muvy in attaining the same. 
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VII.—OF THE VIA LACTEA, OR THE MILKY WAY. 


This well proportioned and continued, presages that journeys 
will be fortunate both by sea and land, as ready wit, and the 
favour of the ladies (Venus assenting), of a composed and grace- 
ful speech ; but if it be distorted it argues intelicity and lies; 
but whole and ascending to the little finzor, it is a sign of 
happiness. 


VIIL—OF THE SATURNIA, OR LINE OF SATURN, 


1. —This being fully and wholly protracted to the middle finger, 
is an argument both of profound cogitations, and likewise of 
fortunate events in counsels and actions, 

2. —Combuat or defivient, an evil sign, portending many mis- 
fortunes, unless other pusitions favour it. 

3.—Bending backwards in the cavea of the hand, towards the 
ferient, in the forin of a semi-circle, throatens imprisonment. 

4.—A line drawn from the vital through the hepatica, to the 
tuberculum of Saturn (if it touch the Saturnia,) the same. 


IX.—OF THE CINGULUM VENERIS, OR THE GIR- 
DLE OF VENUS. 


If this line have a sister, it argues intemperance and lust in 
both sexes, and bascness in the gratification of lewd desires ; 
and if dissocted and carefully exaiuined, it shows losses and 
infamy by reason of this vice, 


X.—OF THE VIA MARTIS, THE WAY OR LINE OF 
MARKS, OR THE VITAL SISTER. 


This line (as cften as it appeareth) auginents and strengthens 
the things signified by the cardiaca, but particularly, it promises 
good success in war, provided it be clear and red. 


Some Observations concerning Lines. 


1.—The quantity of all Lines must be wisely observed, that is, 
the length and depth, so likewise their quality, that is, their 
complexion and shape, whether they are crooked or straight; 
next their action, which is to touch or cut other lines. Their 
passion to be touched or cut of others; and lastly, their place 
and position. . 

2.—We must know, that the lines are sometimes prolonged 
antil certain years of our age, otherwise shortened : now they 
wax pale, then they become plain and strong, and as it were 
iuxuriate with a kind of redness, and this as well in the principal 
as less principal lines. Again, as touching the less principal, 
and such as are found in the tubercula of the planeta, it is moat 
certain, that some do at one time quite vanish, and that at ano- 
ther time others arise of a different shape and complexion; the 
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cause of which, I suppose to be no other than the various pro- 
gressions of the alphabetical places in their nativities; that is, 
fortunate and unfortunate tothe influence whereof man himself 
is wonderfully subject. The signs of his hands are presented at 
different times with different faces. Such a virtue, such a love 
resideth in the imagination of the greater world towards 
the lesser. And, therefore the most studious in chiromancy 
cannot attain the knowledge of particulara by one inspection 
coly, made to a certain year of the person’s age; things that 
pide merit our observations, yet known or approved of by a 
ow. 


OF THE PLANETS. 


The planets also administer not a little in judgment from their 
respective places, for if they are happy and benevolent, good 
things are portended, but being unhappy and froward, judge the 
contrary. Here we must also note, that those planets are termed 
benevolent in whose tuberoula and places the accustomed lines are 
found equal, their characters fair and proportionable, as a cross, 
stars, three or four parallel lines, ladders, little branches, a qua- 
drangulur, the character of Jupiter. But the froward and un- 
furtunate are those planets whose tubercula and places are de- 
formed with troubled lines and uncouth figures; as a Jame and 
interrupted semi-circle, gridirons, the character of Saturn. This 
isto be duly observed in the lines of the hand ; now, as touch 
ing the planets, let us proceed according to the general rules of 
art. 


IX.—OF VENUS, 


VENUS shining well and happily (that is) when in her tuber- 
culum, she presents a clear star, or furrows that are red and 
transversely parallel, and so often as her tuberculum is much 
elevated, makes such men to be merry, cheerful, luxurious; yet 
amorous, comely, and libidinous, very honest and just, witb 
whom an uninterrupted tie of friendship once made is permanent. 

She renders the body somewhat tall, the eyes pleasant and 
sparkling with the splendour of beauty, full of allurement and 
temptation, the hair thick and curling ; she instills a spotless and 
noble mind, yet oftentimes gives men that are full of boasting 
and inconsistency. She inclines the mind to music, &c.; some- 
times according to the strength of the geniture, she producetb 
priests, apothecaries, &o, 

But being unfortunate, she causeth lasciviousness, inconti- 
nenoy, and boasting, «nod if you find a cross also, near the first 
joint of the thumb, it denotes an adulterer, or such a person on 
whom a misfortune has happened in some luxurious matter. If 
the place of Venus be untilled, it points out an effeminate, rude, 
and sorrowful person, fvolishly and ridiculously addicted to be 
werry and jesting. 
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XII.—MARS. 


Mans is fortunate, so often as his sister appeareth red, clear, 
and decently drawn, and when either star or croas is found in 
his cavea. 

Thus, therefore, he denotes such as are bold and full of courage, 
stout, warlike, contentious, strong and lusty; imperious; the 
hair for the most part yellow; the eyes from black waxing red 
and terrible. If Jupiter participate, he possesses the gall, the 
reins, the back, the liver, &o. If with Venus, those parts of 
the body under her dominion. But if he be froward and unfor- 
tunate, he describes men to be litigious, violent, deceitful, 
passionate, &o. 


XIII, —JUPITER, 


Jupirsx is happy or fortunate when in his region he exhibits 
signs that are auspicious, that is, if there bea star or double 
cross, parallel lines, or a line decently drawn from the vital to 
his tuberculum, &o. For thus he signifies men that are noble, 
honest, benevolent, affable, honourable, merry, just, equitable, 
beautiful, formidable and happy, such as have comely eyes, thick 
Lairs, and a grave gesture; likewise such as are bashful, and 
likewise such as will keep their promises, &c. These men are 
preferred to great dignities, and solicited by many great men, 
and do highly favour and esteem their wives, sons, honest and 
good men. In men, Jupiter rules the liver, blood, ribs, lungs, 
and gristles. But, if he is unfortunate, he oftentimes throws a 
man headlong from a great estate to great calamities; if there 
be half a gridiron in his tuberculum, it betokeneth losses, espe- 
cially by means of the more potent sort of women; otherwise 
thus constituted, he causeth grief of the heart, cramps, inflam- 
mationsof the lungs, and other diseases proceeding from wind ; 
if a line transversely cut his tuberculum, and afterwards tend 
to the place of- Saturn, making those little hairs, it threatens 
apoplexy. But, if you find a cross especially, or a clear aud red 
star in his tuberculum, he gives splendid honours, confers riches 
and public rewards from great personages or princcs. 


XIV.—SATURN, 


SATURN is happily placed, when we find his line wholly run- 
ning to his region, but less happy when he presents some inau- 
spicious characters ; unhappily, if he shows confused and unfor- 
tunate signs, he governs the spleen, bones, and bladder. When 
he is fortunate, he makes men silent, provident of good and pro- 
found counsels, such as think and study much, and are somewhat 
sorrowful ; men that are puffed up with an ambitious spirit, and 
whose aim is honours. And these are slender of body, some- 
what tall, pale, and fceble, their hair blackish, eyes hollow ; 
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they are fortunate in tilling of ground, and in metals of all sorts, 
yet more careless of their wives, and less addicted to the plea- 
sures of love; foolishly laughing and jesting, also tenacious, and 
worldly-minded, unjust, &o. But if Saturn be unfortunate: or 
froward, he makes men sorrowful, laborious, sordid, humble, 
covetous, liars, malicious, envious, &., aud encumbered with 
perpetual gricfs and anxieties, 

A gross line running from the interval of the middle and fore- 
finger to the mensa, and breaking or interrupting it denotes 
diseases oy wounds in the lower part of the body. 


XV.—SOL. 


{f the sun do fortunately rule, he makes men faithful, ingenious, 
hououred, high-minded, wise, humane, religious, just, moderate, 
aged, and such as always manage their affairs honestly. He 
gives a body well composed, and adorns it with yellow hair. He 
governs the heart, midrifl, nerves, &c. 

But, if unfortunate, he gives mon that are proud and highly 
elated, manifesting their access to aiygnities by unjust means, 
boasters, and iiumodest. He brings tluxes of rheum upon the 
eyes, and therel.y hurta both them and the mouth, trembling of 
the heart, syncope, &c. 


XVI.—LUNA. 


Tho moon, happy and fortunate, makes men famous, honest, 
and honourable, and of a large body, yet well proportioned, 
pleasant also, and sometimes voyages by sea, and walking by the 
sides of rivers; but, if any way dis<enting in the other, uncon- 
stant both in life and actiou, yet tending for the most part to the 
best. She rules the brain, stomach and beily, but if unfortunate, 
she portende a various and inconstant kind of life, weakness, and 
increase of gricfs and anxieties, sbe tlus causeth paralysis, &o, 
A commotion of the members, oftentiiucs an epilepsy and canker, 
spots in the body, severe colic, and whatever else proceedeth 
from abundance of cold and moisture, and more especially when 
the lines found in the tuberculum of the moon do appear very 
pale; if there be fair and comely signatures near the ferient, 
they denote happiness to the man in his journeys and wessages, 
and in foreign countries, To the woman, felicity and fertility in 
bearing of children, ominous signs do show the contrary. 


XVIIL—MERCURY. 


Merncury, happy and fortunate, makes men ingenious, desir- 
ous of science, and seeking diligently after secrets, such as are 
apt for any thing, orators, poets, philosophers, astrologicians, 
fortune-tellers, eloquent, variable, mathematicians, and men ad- 
divted to merchandise, &c. He governs the tongue and memory. 


OR, BOOK OF FATE. 125 


XVIII—THE MENSA, OR PART OF FORTUNE. 


1.—This apace being great and broad, and the figure decent, 
declares a liberal man, magnanimous, and of long life. 

2.—But if small and narrow, it indicates a slonder fortune, 
and fearfulness, 

3.—A cross or star within it, clear and well proportioned, 
especially under the region of the ring finger, betokeneth honours 
and dignities to ensue from, or by means of, great and noble per- 
eonages. If the character of Jupiter, it then promises great 
ecclesiastical dignities, &c. 

4.—The same star or cross tripled, excellently increaseth por- 
tents of good fortune, but if it be cut by confused little lines, the 
good fortune is thereby diverted, and anxieties and labours 
threatened in defending his honours, especially, if they are under 
the region of the ring finger. 

5.—A cross or star in the uppermost part of the mensa, is a 
sign of fortunate journeys. 

6.—The mensa sharpencd by the eoncourge of the thura! and 
cardiac lines, pointe out deceits aud danger of life. 

7.—If no mensa be found in the hand, it ehows obscurity both 
of life and fortune. 

8.—Good aud eyuai limes in this space do declare the fortune 
to be good, but if evil and discomposed they quite overthrow it. 

9.—A little circle shows perfection cf wit, and the obtaining 
of science, the other a-sentiny thereunto. 


XIX.—THE POLLEX, OR THUMB. 


Overthwart lines, that are clear and long underneath the nail 
and joint of the thumb confer riches and honour. A line pass- 
ing from the upper joint of the thumb to the cardiaca, threatens 
a violent death, or danger, by neans of some married lady. Lines 
much dispersed in the lower joint uf the thumb, describe men 
that are contentious, and such as rejvice in scolding, &c. A line 
surrounding the thuinb, in the middle joint, portends the man 
shall be hanged. Eyual furrows drawn under the lower joint 
thereof, argue riches and possessions. If the first or second 
joints want incisures, it shows drowsiness and idleness. 


XX.—THE INDEX, OR FORE FINGER. 


Many lives in the uppermost joint, and they proceeding over- 
thwartly, denote inheritances; by running so in the middle 
joint, an envious and evil disposed person. 

Right lines running between these joints, declare (in the 
ladiés) a numerous issue. In gentlemen, bitterness of tongue, 
If they are in the first joint near unto Jupiter's mouth, they 
manifest a jovial disposition, that is, they point to theman whom 
Jupiter favoured well in his nativity. That who hath a star in 
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in the same place, may certainly be pronounced unchaste and 
lascivious. 


XXI.—MEDIUS, OR THE MIDDLE FINGER. 


This finger prosenting little gridirons in the joints thereof, 
plainly declares an unhappy and melancholy wit, but if equal 
lines, it manifesteth fortune by metals, &. A star there presages 
@ violent death by drowning, &o. If gross line be extended 
from the root thereof, upwards, through the whole finger into 
the end of the last joint, it argues folly and madness, 


XXII.—ANNULARIS, OR THE RING FINGER, 


A line rising froin mons solis, and ascending by a right 
track through the joints thereof, it shows a noble frame, Equal 
lines in the first joint demonstrate honours and riches. Over- 
thwart linea, the enmity of great men. Howbeit, if these lines 
be intersected, it ia better, because they argue impediments. 


AXIMI.—AURICULARIS, OR LITTLE FINGER. 


From the joint thereof, as from the mount itself, are judgments 
and decrees passed concerning merchandise, favours, and a star 
in its first joint near the tuberculum, argues ingenuity and 
eloquence. 

Other obtuse sigus the contrary, but when there appear un- 
fortunate signs in the first and second joints, they mark out a 
thief and a very deceitful person. If adverse linos in the last 
joint, perpetual inoonstancy. 

Some there are who predict the uumber of wives from the 
little lines in the mous Moercurii at the outermost part of the 
hand, and have often observed them come at the truth, but yet 
I will not confirm any thing in this respect, because it properly 
appertains to Venus and his disposition. 

If the end of thie finger reach not so far as to touch the last 
joint of the ring finger, it signities a wife most imperious in all 
things, the truth thereof is often proved. 


CONSIDERATIONS ON THE MOUNTS AND FINGERS. 


\.—As the mounts being adorned with good figures and cha- 
racters, do indicate a good and happy issue, so likewise being 
vitiated with confused lines, they evermore threaten the con- 
trary, and this as well on the fingers as mounts, except they are 
restrained by the confederacy of other lines, which are of them- 
selves good and fortunate, 

2.—There are likewise the twelve signs of the Zodiac upon 
fingers, but as our present limits will not admit of our giting 
you all the rules of chiromancy, I oan only say, that the signi- 
fication of the lines proceeding from the mounts of the different 
planets up the fingers, will show their effect chiefly when the 
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sun, or their principal significator, as lord of the ascendant, &., 
isin these signs, ruling the parts where they terminate, as a 
line passing from the mount of Saturn to the first point of the 
middle finger would give improvement, when the sun was in 
Pisces. If to the second, in Ayuarius. Observe also that the 
first joint near the mount of the finger aust be attributed to the 
first part of the age, the second to the prime of lifo, and the last 
unto old age, 

3.—Lastly. The structure of the hand itself is really admir- 
eble in respect to the proportion it beareth to the face, and cer- 
tain parts thereof, which is this :— 

1.—The whole hand is of equal length with the face. 

2.—The greater joint of the fore finger (which adjoins upon 
the tuberculuin of Jupiter) equals the height of the torehead. 

3.—The other two (to the extremity of the nail) are just the 
length of the nose, viz. from the intercelia, or placo between the 
eyebrows to the tip of the nostrils, 

4.—The first and greater joint of the middle finger is just as 
long as it is betweon the bottom of the chin, and the top of the 
under lip. 

5.— But the third joint of the same finger ts of equal length, 
with the distance that is between the mouth and the lower par’ 
of the nostrils. 

6.—The largest joint of the thumb, gives the width of the 
mouth. 

7.—The distance between the bottom of the chin, and the top 
of the lower lip, the same. 

8.—The lesser joint of the thumb is equal to the di: tance be- 
tween the top of the under lip, and the lower part of the nostrils. 
The nails obtain just the half of their respective uppermost joints 
which they call omychios. 

I will now just show you the special practice of Chiromancy, 
and its Genethical Conoordancy, by the following exumples, and 
then conclude this subject. 

There are five planets well placed in their own prerogatives, 
Saturn and Mercury in reception by houses, and located in their 
own triplicity, so Jupiter and Mars also assume a just power by 
their reception of houses. Venus also is in her exaltation, and in 
the angle of the earth; lastly, toe moon in a sign of her own 
nature, in conjunction with Venus and caput draconis, But the 
moon having not as yet obtained her due light from the sun, is 
placed here very silent; Saturn and Mercury are also united 
together by a trine, the part of fortune also rising so near the 
Scorpion’s heart, who is of the nature of Mara and Jupiter; 
Venus and Jupiter are the prime rulers of this nativity, Saturn 
and Mercury participating. 

1.—A long life is promised from the horoscope and the lumin- 
aries being not impedite, although the moon is now afflicted by a 
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quartile of Mars. Yet the progress of the horoscope is first to 
the oposition of Saturn, whereof 

2.—His temperature excels by an equal mixture of humours, 
because he receiveth hia ferment chiefly from the perfusion of 
Jupiter and Vonus, Saturn and Mercury besprinkleth a molan- 
choly juice. 

3.—Hence the force of discerning and representing (vulgarly 
called the phantasy) breatheth nothing but what is mederate 
and agreeable to sound reason. For Jupiter makes such as are 
born under him, honest, just and wise, and addicted to quiet 
and peaceable counsels, doing always that which is right and 
honest, both in judgment and also in giving advice; such also 
are very desirous of praise and renown. 

4.—Venus, therefore, and Jupiter also, do promise great 
felicity in affairs, both civil and ecclesiastical. 

5.— Here are most eminent testimonies of an excellent ingenu- 
ity. (1) Mercury in Aquarius doth of himself suscitate the 
strength thereof; (2) besides this, tbere is also a reception froin’ 
houses, and a partile trine between him and Saturn; (3) Venus 
angular doth the like; (4) especially as the moon and the dra- 
gon’s head are together in the same angle; (5) Mercury and 
the moon are asyntheti, pure and not vitiated, yet both behold 
the horoscope; the moon by a plastic trine, and Mercury by a 
partile quartile, 

6.—Jupiter, lord of the second direct in motion, and received 
by Mars, plainly assures an abundance of wealth. ‘The part of 
fortune most excellently augments this signification, the same 
being posited so near the second, where he is disposed of, and 
aspected by Jupiter. These riches tuke their increase from ser- 
Vices faithfully and dutifully performed, from most eminent and 
distinguished dignities, and they more abundantly prove the 
third or latter part of hia age. 

7.—Mercury, lord of the tenth house, and having convenient 
society with Saturn, presages dignitics not obscure. We have 
spoken before concerning the dominion of Jupiter and Venus, 
wherefore, seeing they equally share tho rule in this nativity, 
how can it be that they should not reward the native with some 
or other most eminent dignities, 

8.—Your neighbours or kindred shall sometimes occasion you 
damage in household goods or affairs, and you shall expend much 
money in building. 

9.—Mara, lord of the sixth house, engendereth hot disputes, 
yet they are not so violent because of Jupiter's interposition ; 
also Mars, in Sagittarius generally causes pain in the joints of 
the feet. If it be found in that sign, and in the sixth, he inevi- 
tably bring the gout, the pains whereof are not to be taken away 
but by the influence of Sagittarius Pisces, &o. deducted from 
heaven inself, &c, Some other remédies alao may do much, yet 
aot any that are common. 
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10.—Your death will be natural by the means of chronical 
infirmity proceeding principally from Saturn, such as distillations 
upon the breast lungs, spleen, &. Howbeit old age is a disease, 
and an easy passage unto death itself. _ 

1]1.—The sun and moun disposing of the ninth house, do show 
honourable journeys. Mercury, well posited in the third, caus- 
eth journeys to be undertaken for the sake of honours and digni- 
ties, and also to persons most honourable for learning and digni- 
ties, civil and ecclesiastical. 

12. —Venus, lady of the eleventh house, concerneth a multitude 
of the best friends. Yet Mars beholding Venus by a quartile, 
will stir up the envy of some persons, who are often sowing dis- 
sensions, and inverting all goodness. 

13.— Venus will give you victory over your enemies, whereof 
indecd there are but few denounced, because she is lady of the 
seventh angular, and in her exaltation. 

14.—Your marriage will be fortunate in respect to an affluence 
of riches, yet herein beware of the faithless brawling, and luxu- 
rious quadrature of Mars,

15.—Scorrio ascending, gives the native an elegant acuteness 
of wit, plenty of discourse; it also often instilleth great vices, 
such as infidelity, envy, covetousness, deceitfulness, ingratitude, 
&o. Which cometh by our evil depraved nature, which, learning, 
religion, and right reason ought always to exterminate. 

16.—VixcGo culminating, doth generally raise the native 
to magistracy. It confers a wleration of great authority, it 
transfers many benefits to others, from whom it receives not the 
like favour. 

17.—-Tavurvus in the west angle, presents you with such as 
at length you will see oppressed by sundry kinds of misfortunes ; 
this sign there incites you to love, luxury, feasting, pleasures, and 
jesting. 

18.—Prsces posited in the fourth, endues the minds of the 
natives with much faith, integrity, and dexterity of wit, whereby 
they gain great authority in their administrations ; they delight 
to walk and dwell near rivers. 


THE PLANETS IN 1HE HOUSES OF HEAVEN. 


19.—The sun in the third, presages journeys, in the cause of 
honour and dignities, He brings a mutation of places and hon- 
our in foreign couutries. 

20.—Mercury there well posited, renders a man mos! learned 
in almost every science (whereof I could produce innumeratte 
examples) that will invent many things by their own ingenuity. 
They fis fortunate in ecclesiastical things, writing, aud mar-

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21.— Venus most excellently well collected in the fourth, will 
give you large possessions and habitations, chiefly in the latter 
part of your age. She deolares the period of your life honourable 
and praise-worthy. 

22.—-Mars in the first, and there not unfortunate, makea a man 
courageous, rash, bold; sometimes he there presageth wounds 
in the head and face. 

23.—Jupiter in the fifth, doth give good, fortunate, and obedi- 
ent children, and doth also sometimes confer great rewards from 
great men, He makes men fortanate in embassies. 

24,—Saturn thus located in the eighth, gives many inherit- 
ances by legacies. He there threatens death by catarrhs, oouyha, 
eonsumptions, and sometimes the pestilence. 


THE PLANETS IN THE SIGNS OF THE ZODIAC. 


25.—The sun in the house of Saturn, makes the vital virtue 
more robust, aud as it were compact, whence he gives a romger 
life than ordinary. 

26.—The moon in the house of Jupiter, promotes all things 
that are good; yet being here afflicted by the quartile of Mus, 
excites some strife {n possessions, and often reiterateth smal) 
favours. 

27.—Saturn in the house of Mercury, gives profound wit, and 
occult sciences. 

28.— Jupiter in the bouse of Mars, indifferently well affected, 
maketh a man victorious. 

29.— The same is signified by Mars in the mansion of Jupiter. 
Thus both of them render the native very gracious with prince e8 
and noblemen, and under them to have authority, 

30.—Venus in the house of Jupiter bestows many benetits, 
either by the means of ladies, or of ecclesiastical preferments, 
She also makes you discreet, honest, faithful, and healthful ; 
sometimes she will cause strife and yuarrelling with your neigh- 
bours, and some of your friends, because Venus is exposed to 
the quadrature of Mars, 

31.—Mercury in the house of Saturn always gives « profound 
wit, and a person that is ever anxious to obtain all sciences. 


THE LORDS OF THE HOUSES, 


32,—The lord of the horoscope being received by Jupiter, and 
being in reception also by houses, declares a generous mind. 

33.—The lord of the second in the fifth, increaseth your wealth 
by means of receiving rewards and premiums bestowed on you by 
great men. 

34.—The lord of the third in the eighth, causeth j journeys either 
on the behalf of some that are dead, or concerning some legacies, 
or by reason of some infectious dise: use, He often destroys elder 
brothers, &c., or is often employed on very sudden business. 
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35.—The lord of the fourth in the fifth, makes you fortunate 
in tilling of the ground, and in navigation. 

36.—The lord of the fifth fn the ascendant, brings gladnesa 
and delight to you, from things that are iinmoveable, such as the 
building of good houses, fortunate in gaming, pleasure, and com- 
fort with your children, who will make good martial men, being 
of a bold spirit. 

37.—Mars, lord of the sixth in the first, causeth you to be 
afflicted with many hot diseases; but this is moderated by the 
reception and position of J upiter. 

38.—The lady of the seventh in the fourth, presageth strife 
about the father’s or wife’s inheritance, because she is not 80 
much afflicted by Mars. 

39.—The lord of the eighth in the third, shows that the na- 
tive shall survive all his brothers; but he often designeth death 
in a foreign country. 

40.—The lord of the ninth in the third, cause many jour- 
neys for the suke of digutties, &c. 

41.—The lord of the teuth in the third, aaes the native more 
honourable than the rest of bis brethren. 

42.—'T'he lady of the eleventh in the fourth, denotes a second 
fortune in goods that are immoveable, especially in old age, and 
that by rmeans of ber father. 

43.—The lady of the twelfth in the fourth shows contentions 
and strife for the possession of houses, lands, and other goodr, 
chattels, &c. 


JUDGMENT BY THE HAND ENCLOSED IN THE 
FIGURE, 


1.-—-The vital end is continued, but yet marked with some 
incloxures, although but slender ones; whence I judge you will 
be afflicted with some diseases about the 14th, 30th, and 4h 
years of your age.

3.—The hepatica decently drawn, and without sectiona, argues 
a good temperature of the liver, health of body, and a life that 
is long enough.

Observe also, that 
the sun and the moon, the two great lights of heaven, do claim 
the dominion of the ninth house in this nativity. 

6.—The place of Jupiter beautified with a most cloar little 
line, the same; so likewise the tuberoulum of the sun decently 
furrowed. 

7.—The moon’s region presenting a clear fncisor, denotes 
journeys. 
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8.—The dominion of Meroury is almost obvious, in that he 
excellently adorneth his region, as also the first joint of the 
auricular. 

9.—The cephalica contributes to the wit, in that it decently 
ee ere the triangle. Jupiter, Venus, and Mercury doth the 

Ge. 

10.—Satan also hath sone portents, especially a disease, in 
that he bears a character under his finger. 

11.—The parallel lines which run through the midst of the 
hand toward the feriant, confirm the arguments of felicity. 

12.—The Saturnia produced even to the hepatica, declares an 
upright heart, judgment, and manners, The same having a 
cross about the restricta, argues a peaceable and most honour- 
able old age, 


GENERAL ELECTIONS. 


In the use of all purgative medicines, you must duly observe 
the moon being in Scorpio, Aquarius, and the third decade of 
Pisces, although she be not joined eithor to Jupiter or Venus; 
for the conjunction of those planets with the moon, inhibita the 
virtue of the purgative medicine in regard as to the effect they 
have upon the body, and incliue the medicine to the nature of 
nourishment.—In other actions, as in buying of houses, in jour- 
neys, and the commencement of administrations, &c, Let the 
ywn00n be in Aries, Taurus, Cancer, Libra, or Aquarius, and as- 
pected by one or both of the fortunate planets; and as for the 
day of the week, let it be either on a Wednesday, Thursday, or 
Friday. But you shall hereafter be taught to choose and elect 
good, proper, and moat fortunate times and seasons for every 
purpose under heaven, in that work which is now preparing for 
the press, called The Book of Knowlege, &.; and if we now 
duly examine this figure by the most noble, grand, and beautiful 
science of

1.—We shall find that Rubius being posited in the ascendant, 
shows a very deceitful, wicked person, much given to vice of 
every kind, lying, and deceit, by the depravity and corraption of 
our fallen nature; hence comes in the necessity of regeneration. 
These vices, which are so predominant in us, must be absolutely 
destroyed by the means of religion, and also by the power of the 
Most High God, 

2,—Acquisitio in the second, brings great riches to the native, 

3.—Tristitia and Cancer in the third, shows the death of your 
‘brethren, and danger from thieves on journeys. 

4,.—Letitia in the fourth, indicates lands and inheritances, with 
some trouble and contention attending the same. 

5.—Puer in the fifth, shows valiant noble children, &o, 
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6&—Auissio in the sixth, indicates hot diseases. 

7.—Amissio and Albus in the seventh, gives you a talkative 
wife, who has well learnt the art of scolding her husband, whe- 
ther he deserves it or not. 

8.—Populus in the cighth, gives you some good legacies, and 
doth also promise you a long life, with a natural death, and per- 
haps after you have taken some long voyage. 

9.——Fortuna Major in the ninth, gives you ecclesiastical pre- 
ferments, and the favour of great men, 

10.—Conjunctio in the tenth, gives you great honour and 
dignities, by means of your learning and abilities, 

11.—Puella in the eleventh, gives you many friends, and 
some of them are ladies of high rank; but the reason why they 
thus favour you with their esteem, I am not going to tell all 
the world, for kiss aud tell, they say, is worse than swearing. 

12.—Rubius in the twelfth, will give you many private ene- 
mies, who will envy your situation, and cause you some trouble, 

Those ladies and gentlemen who are desirous of obtaining a 
competent, full, and clear knowledge and understanding of this 
most noble, excellent, and most admirable science of Geomancy, 
may have their wishes fully gratified by a perusal of my elabo-

OF MOLES. 


Showing the Situation of Moles, and the Indication they 
give of a Person’s Disposition, and future Lot in Lrfe. 


Though moles are, in their substance, nothing else than ex- 
orescences, or ebullitions which proceed from the state of the 
blood whilst the footus is confined in the womb, yet they are not 
given in vuin, as they are generally characteristio of the disposi- 
tion and tumper of those that bear thom ; and it is also proved 
by daily experience that from the shape, situation and other cir- 
cumstances, they bear a strong analogy to the events which are 
to happen toa person in future life, But before I preaume to give 
any directions to those who are to form the prognostic, who are de- 
sirous to be duly enabled to pronounce an infallible judgment, I 
shall, in the first place, teach you how to tell and duly inform 
any person whom you never saw in your life, even at a hundred 
or tan thousand miles distance, on what particular parts of the 
body they bave any, 
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MARKS, SCARS, OR MOLES. 


From and by the Figure of the Heavens, at the Time of 
their Birth, without any other Communication or Kefer- 
ence whatever. 


In the first place, you must observe what sign that is which 
is upon the cusp of the ascendant, and in that part of the native’s 
body which that sign governs, there will be a mole. For instance, 
if Aries be the sign ascending at birth, the mole will be on the 
head or face; if Taurus, on the neck or throat; if Gemini, on 
the arms or shoulders ; if Cancer, on the breast ; and upon any 
other part of the body, which the sign ascending shall govern. 
Observe next, in which of the houses the lord of the ascendant 
is posited, and in that part of the body the sign governs which 
happens to full upon the cusp of that house, the native will have 
another mole, Next observe the sign descending on the cusp of 
the sixth house, and in whatsoever part of the body that sign 
governs, the native will find another mole ; and upon that mem- 
ber also which is signified by the sign, wherein the lord of the 
sixth house ia posited, will be found another, Observe also what 
sign the moon is posited in, and in that part of the body which 
is governed by it, shall the native or querent find another mole. 
If the planet Saturn be the significator, the mole is either black 
or of a dark colour. If Mars be the significator, and in a flery 
sign, it then resembles a scar, cut, or dentin the flesh, but in 
any other sign it isa red mole. If Jupiter be the significator, 
the mole is of a purple or bluish cast. Tf the Sun, it is of an 
olive or chestnut colour, If Venus, itis yellow; if Mercury, of 
a pale lead colour; if the Moon, it is whitish, or participates of 
the colour of that planet with which she happens to be in aspect. 
And if the planet which gives the mole be much impedited or 
afflicted, the mark or mole will the. be larger or more visible to 
the eye of the beholder, 

If the sign and planet which gives the mark or mole be mas- 
culine, it is then situated on the right side of the body; but if 
feminine on the left side. If the significator ur planet which 
gives the mole, be found above the horizon, that is, from the 
cusp of the ascendant to the cusp of the seventh either iu the 
twelfth, eleventh, tenth, ninth, eighth, or seventh house, the 
mark or mole will be on the forepart of the body; but if the 
significator be under the earth, that is, in either the first, second, 
third, fourth, fifth, or sixth house, it will be situated on the 
back or hinder part of the body. If only a fow deyrees of the 
sign ascend upon the horoscope, or descend on the sixth, or the 
moon be posited in the beginning of any sign, the said mule or 
mark will be found upon the upper part of the meuber those 
signs govern. If half the degrees of a sign ascend, or the sig- 
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aificators are posited in the middle of any sign, the mole will be 
in the middle of the member; but if the last degrees of a sign, 
the said mark or mole will then be situated on the lower part of 
the member such sign governs, 

These observations are of excellent use, in order to know whe- 
ther a question be radical, fit, and proper to be judged ; for if 
the question be found thus radical, the time rightly taken, and 
the querent of sufficient age, this rule will never be found to fail. 

I shall now proceed to give you herein the common prognos- 
tications by moles found in all the various parts of the body, 
according to the doctrine of the ancienta, And first, it is essen- 
tially necessary to know the size of the mole, ita colour, whether 
it be perfectly round, oblong, or angular; because each of these 
will add to or diminish the force of the indication. The larger 
the mole, the greater the prosperity or adversity of the person ; 
the smaller the mole, the less will be his good or evi) fate. If 
the mole is round, it indicates good ; if oblong, a moderate share 
of fortunate events; if angular, it gives a mixture of good and 
evil; the decper the colour, the more {it announoes favour or 
disgrace; the lighter, the less of either. If it is very hairy, 
much misfurtune may be expected; but if few long hairs grow 
upon it, it denotes that your undertakings will be prosperous, 

2—A mole that stands on the right side of the forehead 
or right temple signifies that the person will arrive to sudden 
wealth and honour, according to his birth and situation fn life; 
which must always be attended to with due consideration. 

3.—A mole on the right eyebrow announces speedy marriage, 
and that the person to whom you will be married will possess 
many amiable qualities and a gond fortune, 

4.—A inole on the left of either of these three places, announces 
unexpected disappointinent in your most sanguine wishes. 

5.—A mole on the outside corner of either oye, denotes the 
person to be of a steady, sober, and sedate disposition ; but will 
be liable to a violent death. 

6.—A mole on either check, signifies that the person never 
shall rise above mediocrity in point of fortune, though, at the 
same time, he never will fall into real poverty. 

7.—A mole on the nose, shows that the person will have good 
success in the most of his or her undertakinga. 

8.—A mole on the lip, either upper or lower, proves the person 
to be fond of delicate things, and much given to the pl.usures of 
leve, im which he or she will most commonly be successful. 

9.—A mole on the chin, foreshows that the person will be 
attended with great prosperity, and be highly esteemed. 

10.—A mole on the side of the neck, shows that the person 
will narrowly escape suffocation; but will afterwards rise to 
great consideration by an unexpected legacy or inheritance, 

11.—A mole on the throat denotes that the person shall be- 


come rich by marriage. 
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12.—A mole on the right breast, declares the person to be 
exposed to sudden reverse from comfort to distress, by unavoid- 
able accidents. Most of his children will be girls. 

13.—A mole on the left breast signifies suocess in undertak- 
ings, and an amorous disposition. Most of his children will be 


ys. 

14.—A mole on the bosom, portends medifoority of health and 
fortune, 

15.—A mole under the left breast, over the heart, foreshows 
that a man will be of a warm disposition, unsettled in mind, fond 
. of rambling, and light in his conduct, In a lady, it shows sin- 
cerity in love, quick conception, and easy travail in child-birth. 

16.—A mole on the right side over any part of the ribs, de- 
notes the person to be pusillanimous, amd slow in understanding, 
any thing that may be attended with difficulty. 

17.—A mole on the belly, denotes the person to be addicted 
to sloth and gluttony, selfish in almost all articles, and seldom 
inclined to be nice or careful in point of dress. 

18.—A mole on either hip, shows that the person will have 
many children, und such of them as survive will be healthful, 
lusty, and patient in all hardships. 

19.—A mole on the right thigh, shows that the person will 
become rich, and also fortunate in marriage. 

20.—A mole on the left thigh, denotes that fhe person suffers 
much by poverty and want. of friends, as also by the enmity and 
injustice of others. ~ 

21.—A mole on the right knee, signifies that the person will 
be fortunate in the choice of a partner for life, and meet with few 
disappvintments in the world. 

22.—A mole on the left knee portends that the person will be 
rash, inconsiderate, and hasty, but modest when in cool blood, - 
hanest, and inclined to good behaviour. 

23.—A mole on either leg shows that the person is indolent, 
thoughtless, and indifferent as to whatever may happen. 

24.—A mole on either ankle denotes a man to be inclined te 
effominacy and elegancy of dress—a lady, to be courageous, 
active, and industrious, with some spice of the termagant. 

Various are the opinions of authors respecting this art of di- 
vination by moles, but the before-mentioned definitions appear 
to me to come as near the truth as possible, owever, the best 
way of giving judgment upon the fate of any native is first to 
duly examine the face of the heavens at the time of their birth ; 
then, secondly, judge the same by their whole assemblage of 
foaturos, contained in the never-failing and well established rules 
of physiognomy; then, thirdly, you may likewise give judgment 
upon all the past, present, and future events of their natural 
lives, by that admirable, most wonderful, and waluable saience of 


Chiromancy or Palmistry; then, fourthly, by comparing your 
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eaid judgment in all the above mentioned sciences with this said 
prognostication of moles, you will then see how they agree in 
respect to their several accounts, which are thus to be derived 
from them, always remembering that the major number of testi- 
monies, and the most votes, will always carry the day ; therefore, 
I do advise you to carefully regniate your judgment accordingly. 
But if it were necessary, I could confirm and prove by example 
the doctrine I have herein before taught by precept, concerning 
the discovery of all, each, and every one of the marks, moles, or 
scars, which the querent or native hath about his body, from the 
face of the heavens at the time of his birth, even upon a suppo- 
sition that the said person was ten thousand miles distant from 
the artist at the same time, 

Seeing that it is always my most sincere wish to introduce 
every thing that may be truly beneficia] aud useful to my pupils, 
and all the young students in general, I do also now herein 
further inform them for their encouragement, that when any 
one of them shall have obtained by his own Jabour and industry 
alone more knowledge, wisdom, and learning in all kinds of 
arts and sciences, both celestial and terrestrial, manifest or 
occult, &c., than I have, I will then make him a present of a 
silver cup. 

We will now proceed by a proper and regular gradation to our 
_ promised discourse, by a concise dissertation on cards, 


PROGNOSTICATION BY CARDS. 


I myself have witnessed a great number of most wonderful 
and useful conclusions which have been produced by this science, 
and many future events have been foretold; but much depends 
herein on the ingenuity and ekill of the artist, who after having 
duly obtained the true and full meaning that each card in a pack 
bears separately, and in its independent state, he must be also 
most fully enabled to form, judge, and vary all their several 
mixtures, company, and combinations, which are easily deducted, 
and calculated by any person of an ordinary common capacity, 
for these oarda (like the planets, men and other things) are often 
somewhat altered and changed from their natural state by the 
mixture of the company in which they are found, which said 
rule must alwaya be duly attended to throughout the whole 
course of practice in the same. This divination by cards ia a 
kind of geomantic lot, and these kind of lots were always held in 
the hirhest estimation and repute by the ancients, so that they 
would perform no work of great importance without firat oon- 
sulting these kind of lots, for whatever divinations and predictions 
of human events are made and formed in this way and manner, 
must of necessity, besides the lot, have some sublime oconlt 
cause, which indeed shall not be a cause by accident, such as 
Aristotle (and some in the present day) desoribes fortune to be, 
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For, in the series of causes, a cause by accident can never be the 
prime and sufficient cause. No, we must look higher, and find 
out a cause which may know and intend the effect. I¢ ts no 
matter whether we make cards or any thing else the tnstru- 
ment with which we work tn these high mysteries. Let the 
instrument be what it will, we well know how, and by whom, 
the particular and general effects of every action, subject, matter, 
and thing are always produced; therefore wo must not place 
this in corporeal] nature, but in immaterial and inoorporeal sub- 
stances, which indeed administer the lot, and dispense the signi- 
fication of the truth ; as in men’s souls or departed spirits, or in 
celestial intelligences. Now that there is in a man’s soul a 
sufficient power and virtue to direct such kind of Jota, it is hence 
manifest, because there is in our souls a divine virtue and simi- 
litude, apprehension and power of all things, and all things have 
a natural obedience to it, and so of necessity have a motion and 
efficacy to that which the soul desires, with a strong vehement 
desire, and all the virtues and operations of natural and artificial 
thing obey it, when it is carried forth into the excess of desire, 
and then all lote of what kind soever are assisting to the appetite 
of such a mind, and acquire to themselves wonderful virtues of 
passages, a. from that, so from the celestial opportunity in that 
hour in which the excess of auch a like appetite doth most of all 
exceed in it. And this is the ground and foundation of all 
astrological and geomantic questions. Wherefore the mind © 
being thus elevated in the excess of any desire, taketh of itself 
an hour and opportunity most convenient and efficacious, on 
which the figure of the heavens being made and set, the artist 
uiay then judye the same, aud plainly know concerning any 
subject, matter or thing, which he may desire or be inquisitive 
to know. Therefore whatsoever kind of presage these sorts of 
lots portend and promise, it cannot be made by mere chanoe, 
but from a spiritual cause, by virtue whereof the phantasy or 
hand of him that casteth the lot is moved, either by that power 
which proceeds from the soul of the operator, through the great 
excess of his affection, or from a celestial influence, or from a 
certain spirit assisting er moving from on high. Let the said 
instruments, which are used in these kind of operations, be made 
and composed of what they will, whether of Cards, or Geomancy, 
or any thing else, the effect ie still the same; seeing that there 
are kinds of certain lots that have a divine power of oracles; and 
are as it were indexes of a divine judgment. 
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THE EXPLANATION OF THE CARDS, 
AND HOW TO DIVINE THEM.

ment, the tive of hearts a present, the five of clubs a bundle, the 
six of spades a child, the seven of spades a removal, the three of 
clubs fizhting, the eight of clubs confusion, the eight of spades a 
roadwey, the four of clubs a strange bed, the nine of diamonds 
business, the five of diamonds a settlement, the five of spades a 
aurprixe, the two red eighta new clothes, the three of diamonds 
speaking with a friend, the four of spades a sick bed, the seven 
of clubs @ prison, the two of spades a false friend, the four of 
hearts a marriage-bed. When several diamonds come together, 
it is a sign that you will soon receive some money, several hearts 
love, several clubs drink and noisy troublesome company, and 
several apades trouble and voxation. 

If a married lady doth lay the cards, she must then muakw her 
husband the king of the same suit she is queen of; but if a sine 
gle lady doth make use of this science, she must make her lover

Play this gamo exactly the same in every game, making 
the queen, whom you call Venus, above the ace, the aces in this 
game only standing for one, and hearts must be led off by the 
person next the dealer. He or she who gets most ticks this way 
(each taking up their own, and no partnership) will have most 
lovers, and the king and queen of hearts in one hand shows 
matrimony at hand; but woe to the anlucky one who geta no 
tricks at the deal, or does not hold a heart in his or her band; 
they will be unfortunate in love, and long tarry before they marry, 
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CUPID AND HYMEN. 


Three are enough for this game, deal the cards equally ; 
those who hold kings, hold friends; queens are rivals; knaves, 
shame; knaves alone, lover; three, surprises ; ace, SOrrow ;

Remember, that credit is money; if a man lets hia money lie 
in my hands after it is due, because he has a good opinion of my 
credit, he gives me the interest, or so much as I can make of the 
money during that time; this amounts to a very considerable 
suni, where a man hath large credit, and also makes a goud use 
of it, 

Remember, that money is of a prolific or multiplying nature 3 
money wil! produce money, and its offspring will produce more; 
and so five shillings turned fs six, being turned again ie seven

Therefore, never keep borrowed money one single 
hour beyond the time promised, Jest the disappointment should 
shut up your friend’s purse for ever, as the most trifling actions 
that affect a man’s credit ought always tobe avoided. The sound 
of the hammer at five in the morning, or at nine at night, being 

heard by a creditor, makes him easy six months longer ;—but if 

he sees you at a gaming table, or hears your voice in a tavern 
when yon should be at work, he sends for his money the very 
next day, and demands it before it is convenient for you to pay 

him. Beware of thinking all your own that you possess, and of 
living accordingly, this ia a mistake that many people of credit 
fall into—but in order to prevent this, always keep an exact 

daily account both of your expenses and also of your daily income 
and profits (which hath been my daily practicewor these last 
twenty years, and I must acknowledge that I have always found 
the good effects of the same.) For if you will only just take-the 
trouble at first to enumerate particulars, it will discover unto you 
how wonderfully trifling expenses mount up to a large sum; 
by which you will also discern what might have been, and also 
what may for the future be saved without causing any grea’ in- 
convenience. In short, the way to obtain riches, if you desire 
it, is as plain as the way to the market, which depends chiefly 
on two things, viz. industry and frugality; and take care that 
you waste neither time nor money, but daily make use of both ; 
if you take care of the hours and days, the weeks, months, and 
years, will also take care of themselves. I have always found, 
by constant experience, that any business being first well cun- 
trived, {s more than half done; for a sleeping fox catches no 
poultry; there will be sloep enough in the grave; and also, that 
lost time is seldom found again, for that which we generally cal! 
time enough, always proves little enough ; for sloth makes things 
difficult, while industry makes them easy. He that rises late 
must trot bard all duy, and shall scarce overtake his business at 
night—for laziness travels so slow that poverty soon overtakes 
him. Drive your business, but let not that drive you; for early 
to bed and early rise, is the way to become healthy, wealthy, and 
wise. Industry need not —while he who lives om a vain 
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hope, will die fasting, for we find that there ie nothing to be done 
or accomplished under the sun without labour. He that hath a 
trade hath an estate, and he that hatha profession, hath an office 
and profit with honour; but then the trade must be worked at, 
and the profession well followed, or they will not enable you to 
pay rent and taxes. For, at the working man’s house, hunger 
looks in but dares not enter; for industry pays debts, while 
despair increases them, Diligence is the mothor of good luck, 
as Solomon saith, the diligent hand maketh rich, while he 
that dealeth witha slack hand, becometh poor ; for God gives 
all things toindustry. Then plough deep while the sluggards 
sleep, and you shall have plenty, while others have reason to 
complain of hard times. Therefore, keep working while it is 
called to-day, for you know not how much you may be hindered 
to-morrow ; and never leave that business to be done to-morrow 
which you can do to-day ; for since you are not sure of a single 
hour, throw not that away. How many are they who live daily 
by their wits, and who often break from want of a stock in hand 
—while industry gives comfort, plonty, and respect. Keep your 
shop well, aud then your shop will keep you. For it sometimes 
happens that the oyes of a master will do more work than both 
his hands, and more especially if his head be any reasonable 
leugth, for the want of oare genorally doth more damage than 
the want of knowledge. If you do not overlook your workmen, 
you may just aswell leave them your purse open ; for the trust- 
ing too much to the care of othere has completely ruined many a 
man; for if you would be wealthy, think of being careful and 
saving ; for— 
‘Women and wine, game, and deceit, 
Make the wealth small, and the wants great.” 

Fer all that which maintains one vice, would bring up two 
children, Andif you wish to know the value of money, only 
just go and try to borrow a little; for he that goes a borrowing 
goes a sorrowing, and, indeed, so doth he who lends it unto such 
people, when he goes to try to get it back again; for pride that 
diues on vanity, sups on content, and often breakfasts with plenty, 
dines with poverty, and sups with infamy, creates envy, and 
hastens misfortunes, for it is hard for an empty bug to stand 
upright.—Creditora have generally much better mewories than 
debtors, who are also a kind of superstitious sect, great observers 
of set or appointed days and times; so that those have but a 
short Lent who owe» money to be paid at Euster; for expenses 
are always so constant and oertain, that it is much easier to 
build two chimneys than to keep one in fuel; rather to go to 
bed supperless than to rise in debt; for to always do unto others 
as you would wish to be done by, is the first fundamental law of 
natural justice, 
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DIVINATION BY THE BIRDS OF THE AIR, AND 
THE BEASTS OF THE FIELD. 


It hath been duly observed, by the learned in all ages of the 
world, that our all-wise and beneficent Creator originally implanted 
in the frame of nature, a means whereby mankind may attain to 
the knowledge of such future contingencies as concern their 
welfare and happiness; and more especially, since we observe, 
even in the brute creation, that even the most inconsiderable 
creatures upou the earth are more or less endowed with a gift of 
fore-knowledze. Thus the industrious bee, and laborious ant, 
lay in their summer store, in order to supply the necessary wants 
of an inclemont winter, which they forcknow is yet to core; 
yea, even of all the whole race of reptilea, the ant, the spider, 
and the bee, appear to be endowed with the greatest share of 
sagacity. The wisdom of the ant is conspicuous in forming 
themselves into a kind of republic, and therein observing, as it 
were, their own peculiar laws and policies; but the cunning of 
the spider seems to exceed tht of moat other insects; its various 
artifices to ensnare ite prey, ie no Joss remurkalle than its con- 
trivance of a cell or retreat behind its web, where it feasts upon 
its game in sxfety, and conceals the fragmenta of those carcases it 
has devoured, without exposing to public view the least remains 
of its barbarity, which mizht tend to distinguish its place of abode, 
or create the Icast jealousy in any sect, that tyeir enemy was 
near, Into what history can we look, to find people who are 
governed by laws equal to what we observe in the republic of 
bees ? What expericnce can we desire beyond what we observe 
in the cunning spider, to teach us to guard against the artifices 
of those who lay suares to catch the thoughtless and unwary ? 
or what can exceed the indefatigable ant, in teaching us lessons 
of frugality and industry ¢ 

The badger, the hedgehog, and the mole, also provide them- 
selves a magazine of plants and herbs, which they foreknow will 
enable them to lie concealed in their holes during the hard frosts 
of winter, contented with their prison, which affords them safety, 
Their holes are constructed with amazing art, and have generally 
two apertures, that in case one should be beset by an onemy, 
they may escape by the other.—The donblings by the hare, and 
the tricks of the fox, to escupe the hounds, are also astonishing 
indications of foresight and sagacity. The feathered race are 
likewise endowed with asimilar fuculty, and often foretell an 
approaching storm a considerable time before it appears, by re- 
tiring in flocks to their holes and hiding-places for shelter and 
protection. The birds of passage seem to inherit this gift ina 
remarkable degree, for they assemble together in prodigious 
flocks at an appointed hour, and take their leave before the ap- 
proach of winter; which they see will destroy the flies and 
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insects, as they feed on nothing else. And it is no less extraor- 
dinary than true, that these birde return as early as the sun 
brings forth this class of insects into new life, and they have 
also the sagacity to find out and possess their old neste and 
habitations. The wise provident forecast for self-preservation 
and aafeiy is even extended to the innumerable inhabitanta of 
the immense ocean, where we ase the fishes, pressed by unceasing 
hunger, indiscriminately prey upon one ancther, the large upon 
the small, even of its own species; whencs the smaller fish in 
regular gradations, when in danger of being devoured, fly for an 
asylum to the shallow waters, where they know their cnemy 
either cannot or dare not come to pursuethem. And this pursuit 
of one species of fish after another, is by no meine confined to a 
single region ; for wa find shoals of them pursuing one enother, 
from the vicinity of the pole even down to the equator, and thus 
the cod from the banks of Newfoundland pursues the whiting, 
which fica before it, even to the southern aheres of Spain, It is 
astonishing also, that herrings, which appear to generate towards 
the north of Scotland, regularly make their way once p year to 
the British Channel. Their voyage is conducted with the ut- 
most reguisrity, and the time of their departure is fixed from the 
month of June to August. They always assemble toxether before 
they set out, and no siragglers are ever found from the general 
body. It is impoesible to assign any cause for this emigration ; 
but it doubtle@ proceeds from the same inatinctive impulse with 
which all ordera of animated nature are more or less endued. 
Now observe, that when you go out of your house to do or 
transact any kind of business, and in the way you do ses a man, 
or a bird going or flying, so that either of them do act themselves 
before you on your right hand, that isa goud signification in 
rofePence to your business ; but when you shall yo out of your 
house on any business whataoever, and shall see a bird or a man 
before you on the left aide of you, it is an il! sign in reference to 
your said business.

Flies 
indicate importunity and impudent affronts; cocks meeting you, 
or crowing against your house, inform you of visitors coming, and 
guccess in your juurneys and business. If yowumeet a hare, a 
mule, or a hog, it is an ill omen; to meet horeca in a carriage is 
good, but if you meet an ass, expect trouble; while to meet 
sheep and gosta ie very good, aud indicates pruspority in your 
affaire; if you either meet a dog or oxen, you may expect the 
same success, for it is good; mice indicate that you will avon 
meet with danger; locusts making 4 stand in any place, hisder- 
ath » person from their wishes, and is an ill owen; on the con- 
trary, grasshoppers proinote a journey, and foretell a good event 
of things.

CURIOUS AND INSTRUCTIVE INFORMATION ON 
PHYSLOGNOMY. 


Strength of Body is known by a stiff hair, large bones, firm 
and roburt limbs, short muscular neck, firin and erect, the head 
broad and high, the forehead short, bard, and peaked, with 
bristly hair, largo feet, rather thick and broad, a harsh, unequal 
voice and choleric complexion. 

Weakness of Body is distinguished by a small, ill-proportioned 
head, nerrow shoulders, soft skin, and melancholy complexion. 

The Signs of Long Life are strong tecth, a sanguine tem- 
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perament, middle size, large, deep and ruddy lines in the hand, 
large muscles, stooping shoulders, full chest, firm flesh, clear 
complexion, slow growth, wide ears, and large eyelids. 

Short Life may be inferred from a thick tongue, the appear- 
ance of grinders before the ago of puberty, thin, straggling, and 
uneven teeth, confused lines in tho hand, of a quick but amall 
growth. 

A good Genius may be expected from a thin skin, middle 
stature, blue bright eyes, fair complexion, straight and pretty 
strong bair, an affable aspect, the eyebrows joined, moderation 
in mirth, an open cheerful countenance, and the temples a little 
concave, 

A Dunce may be known by a swoln neck, plump armas, sides, 
and lvins, a rouud head, concave behind, a large fleshy forehead, 
pale eyes, a dull heavy look, small joints, snuffling nostrils, and 
a pronencss to lauchter, little hands, an ill-proportioned head, 
either too big or tov little, blubber lips, short fingers, and thick 
legs. 

Fortitude is promised from a wide mouth, a sonorous voice, 
grave, slow, and always equal, upright posture, large eyes, pretty 
open and steadfast, the hair high above the forehead, the head 
much compressed or flattened, the forehead square and high, 
the extremities large and robust, the neck firm though not fleshy, 
a larze, corpulent chest, and brown complexion, 

Boldness is characterised by a promineut mouth, rugged ap- 
pearance, rough forehead, arched eye-brows, lurge nostrils and 
teeth, short neck, great arms, ample chest, square shoulders, and 
a froward countenance, 

Prudence is generally distinguisted by a head which is flat 
on the sides, a bruad square forehead a little concave in the mid- 
dle,.a soft voice, aud a broad chest, thin hair, light eyes, either 
tlue, brown, or black, large ears, and an aquiline nose. 

A good Memory is commonly attached to those persons who 
are smaller, yet better formed in the upper than the lower parts, 
not fat but fleshy, of a fair delicate shin, with the poll of the 
head uncovered, crooked nose, tecth thick set, large ears, with 
plenty of cartilaze. 

A bad Memory is observable in persons who are larger in 
their superior than inferior parts, flesby though dry and bald,— 
N. B. This is expressly contrary to the opinion of Aristotle, 
who says that the superior parts being larger than the inferior, 
siznify a good memory, and Vice versa. 

A yood Imnayination and thoughtful Disposition are dis- 
tinmuished by a large prominent forehead, a fixed and attentive 
look, slow respiration, and an inclination of the head. 

A good Sight is enjoyed by those persons who have genorally 
black, thick, straight eye-lashes, large bushy eye-brows, concave 
eyes, contracted as it were inwards. 
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Short-sighted People have a stern, earnest look, small short 
eyebrows, ra pupils, and prominent eyes. 

Sense of Hearing.—Those who possess the same in perfec- 
tion, have ears well furnished with gristle, well channelled and 


hairy. 

Th he Sense of Smelling is most perfect in those who have 
large noses, descending vory near the mouth, neither too moist 
nor too dry. 

A nice Faculty of Tasting is peculiar to such as have a 
spongy, porous, soft tongue, well moistened with saliva, yet not 
moist. 

Delicacy in the Touch belongs to those who have a soft skin, 
sensible nerves, and nervous sinews, moderately warm and dry. 

frascibility is accompanied by an erect posture, a clear skin, 
& solemn voice, open nostrils, moist temples, displaying superfi- 
cial veins, thick neck, equal use of both hands, quick pace, blood- 
shot eyes, large, unequal, ill-ranged teeth, and choleric disposition. 

Timorousness resides where we find a concave neck, pale » 
colour, weak winking eyes, soft hair, smooth plump breast, shrill, 
tremulous voice, small mouth, thin lips, broad thin hands, and 
sunall shambling feet. 

Melancholy is denoted by a wrinkled countenance, dejected 
eyes, meeting eyebrows, slow pace, fixed look, and deliberate 
respiration. 

An amorous disposition may be known by a fair slender’ 
face, a redundancy of hair, rough temples, broad forehead, moist 
shining eyes, wide nostrils, narrow shoulders, hairy hands and 
arms, well shaped legs, 

Gavety attends a serene open forehead, rosy agreeable counten- 
ance, a sweet musical tone of voice, an agile body, and soft flesh. 

Envy appears with a wrinkled forehead, frowning, dojcted, 
and squinting look, a pale melancholy countenance, and a dry 
rough skin, 

ntrepidity often resides in a small body, with red curled 
hair, ruddy countenance, frowning eyebrows, arched and meeting, 
eyes blue or yellowish, large mouth, and red lines in the hand, 

Genileness or Complacency may be distinguished by a soft 
and moist palm, frequency of shutting the eyes, soft movement, 

slow speech, soft, straight, and lightish coloured hair. 
| Bashfulness may be discovered by moist eyes, never wide 
open, eyebrows frequently lowered, blushing cheeks, moderate 
pace, slow and submissive speech, bent body, and glowing ears of 
@ purple hue, 

Temperance or Sobriety is accompanied with equal respira- 
tion, a moderate sized mouth, smooth temples of an ordinary 
size, either fair or azure, and a short flat body. 

Strength of Mind is signified by light curled hair, a amall 
body, shining eyes, but a little depressed, a grave intense voice, 
bushy beard, large broad back and shoulders, 
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Pride stands confessed with large eyebrows, a large prominent 
mouth, a broad chest, slow pace, erected head, shrugging shoul- 
ders, and staring eyes. 

Luxury dwells with a ruddy or pale complexion, downy tem- 
ples, bald pate, little eyes, thick neck, corpulent body, large 
nose, thin eyebrows, and hands covered with a kind of duwn. 

Loquacitty may be expected froma bushy beard, broad fingers, 
pointed tongue, eyes of a ruddy hue, a large prominent upper 
lip, and a sharp pointed nose. 

Perverseness may be dreaded, when we perceive a high fore- 
head, firm, short, thick, immoveable neck, quick speech, immod- 
erate laughter, flery eyes, and short fleshy hands and fingers. 


THE ART OF TELLING FORTUNES BY THE GROUNDS 
OF A TEA OR COFFEE CUP. 


Pour the Grounds of Coffee or tea into a white cup, shake them 
well about in it, so that their particles may cover the surface of 
the whole cup; then reverse it inte the saucer that all the super 
fluous parts may be drained off, aud the fyures required for for- 
tune-telling be formed. 

The person that acts the fortune-teller must always beud his 
thoughts upon him or her that wish to have their fortunes told, 
and upon their Mnk and profession, in order to givo plausibility 
to their predictions. It is not to be expected upon taking up the 
cup, that the figures will be accurately represented as they are in 
the carda, but it is quite sufficient if they bear some reseinblunce 
to any of the thirty-two emblems, and the more fertile the fancy 
shall be of the person who inspects the cup, the more he will dis- 
covef in it. 

In other respects, every one who takes a pleasure in this amuse- 
ment must himself be a judge, under whut circumatances he is to 
make changes in point of time, speaking just as suits, in the 
present, the past, or the future; in the same manner, their in- 
genuity ought to direct them to speak more or lesa pointedly, and 
doterminately with regard to sex, 

The roads, or serpentine lines, indicate ways ; if they are cov- 
ered with clouds, and consequently in the thick, they are said to 
be infallible marks of many past or future reverses. But if they 
appear in theclear and serene, are the surest tokens of some for- 
> tunate change nearat hand ; encompassed with many points or 
dots, they signify an accidental gain of money, likewise long life. 

The ring signifies marriage; if a letter is near it, it denotes to 
the person that thas his fortune told, the initial of the naine of the 
party to be married. If the ring is in the clear, it portends happy 
and lucrative friendship Surrounded with clouds, denotes’ that

The anchor, the emblem of hope and commorce, implies suo- 
cessiul business carried on by water or by land, if on the bottom 
of the cup; at the top, andin the clear port, it shows constant 
love und unshaken tidelity. In the thick aud cloudy parts it also 
denotes love, but tinetured with the inconstancy of the buttertly. 

The serpent, always the emblem of falsehood and enmity, is 
likewise the general sign ol aucnomy. On the top or in the middle 
of the cup, it promises to the consulting party, the triumph which 
_he desires over his enemy; buf be will not obtain it so easily, if 
the serpent be in the thick and cloudy part. By the letter which 
appears near the emblem, the enemy may easily be guessed, as it 
tiukes the initial of ita name. 

The letter.--By letters we communicate to our friends either 
pivasant or unpleasant news, and such is the case here ; if this 
e1iblem is in the clear part, it denotes the apecdy arrival of a con-* 
siderable remittance of money ; but hemmed in by clouda, it is 
quite the contrary, and forebodes soiue melancholy or bad tidings, 
a loss, or some other sinister accident. If it bein the clear, and 
accompanied with a heart, lovers may expect. a letter, which secures 
to the party the possession of the beloved object 3 but in the thick 
it denotes a refusal. w 

The coffin, the emblem of death. prognosticates the same thing 
here, or at least a long and tedious illness; if it be in the thick 
at the top of the cup, it signifies a considerable estate left by some 
rich relation ; inthe same manner at the bottom, shows that the 
decensed is not so nearly related to the consulting party. 

The star denotes happiness if in the clear, and at the top of 
the cup; clouded, or in the thick, it signifies long life, though 
exposed to various troubles, If dots are ubout it, it foretells great 
fortune, wealth, high respectability, honvurs, &ce. Several stars 
denote sone good and happy children, but surrounded with dashes, 
shows that the person’s children will cause him or her grief aud 
vexation in old age, and that you ought to prevent it by giving 
thera a good education in time, 

Lhe dog being at all times the emblem of faithfulness or envy, 
has a two-fold meaning here.
